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Jury's Hotel, in College Green, occupies one 
of the most valuable sites in the city. but, for 
the past few years, owing to repeated occupa- 
tions, first by the British and afterwards by 
the Free State Government, it has been 
utilised ‘for a variety of purposes other than 
that for which it was constructed. 

It has now been acquired by an enterpris- 
ing group of Dublin business men, and no 
effort or expense is being spared to make it 
one of the most up-to-date and most com- 
fortable hotels in the city, ‘as befits its 
splendidly central position. 

Redecoration is only a small part of the 
work being undertaken, though a considerable 
sum is being spent under this head. 

The building is being completely re- 
modelled for its conversion to a first-class 
modern hotel. In the basement a new grill 
room and lounge has been arranged, panelled 
in American oak. It will be ventilated on 
the most up-to-date lines, the air being passed 
through an air washer, and heated or cooled 
as the occasion demands, and forced in at 
ceiling level by powerful fans. 

The existing lavatories have been enlarged, 
and a new hairdresser’s shop insialled ad- 
jacent to the lattcr. 

The kitchen has been completely re- 
modelled and fitted out with the most modern 
cooking arrangements, and three new service 
lifts have been installed, serving the dining 
rooms on first and second floors. A large new 
ecullery has been arranged at the back of the 
kitchen, having walls completely lined with 
white tiles similar to the kitchen. 


Two new steam boilers have been put in, 
one to be used as a standby in case of acci- 
dents, thus ensuring a constant supply of hot 
water throughout the hotel, for heating and 
cooking purposes, etc. 

The remainder of the basement has been 
re-arranged to provide the necessary pantries, 
spirit and ale stores, bottling rooms, etc., etc. 

On the ground floor a new servery has been 
arranged at the back of the existing dining 
room, and the old grill room at the rear has 
been changed to a lounge. 

On the first floor there will be a new din- 
ing room, drawing room, and Jounge for the 
hotel guests, and a commercial writing room, 
etc. 

The stock rooms on the ground, first and 
second floors have all been retained as hereto 
fore. 

New lavatories and bathrooms, laid with 
rubber flooring, have been installed on tne 
upper floors, and all the bedrooms are fitted 
up with lavatory basins having hot and cold 
water. Each bedroom is also provided with a 
telephone. 

The whole of the hotel has been completely 
redecorated from top to botiom. A new 
electric lighting installation has been put in.

BIG HYDRO-ELECTRIC 
SCHEME STARTED. 


Work has been begun on the huge dam to 
form a lake four miles long at Trawsfynydd, 
Merioneth, for the North Wales Power Com- 
pany. A sum of about £1,500,000 is to be 
spent on this lake and on the construction of 
a new hydyo-electric station at Maentwrog, 
about two miles distant. The existing power 
station at Cwmdyli, at the foot of the Snow- 
don, is also to be enlarged. The work will 
take about six years. About 400 miles of 
transmission lines are to be constructed to 
supply electrical power throughout North 
Wales and part of Cheshire, including the 
town of Crewe. 
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NEW DUBLIN COUNTY 
SURVEYOR. 
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Mr. J. A. Ryan, B.A., B.E., M.Inst, C.E.I., 
the new County Surveyor of Co. Dublin, 
has been County Surveyor of Leix (Queen's 
Co.) since 1915, when he was appointed at 
the age of 26. In that county he has been 
responsible for the formulation of three 
schemes of direct labour: reconstruction of 
trunk and main roads, the design and con- 
struction of reinforced concrete bridges, 
road and river diversions, damage, etc. 

From 1905 to 1907 Mr. Ryan was assistant 
engineer to the Kerry Electric Supply Co., 
Killarney, where he gained experience of 
hydro-electric power station and distribution 
work. The next four years were spent as 
a student of civil engineering, and in 1911 Mr. 
Ryan became assistant in the Surveyors’ 
Department of the Pembroke Urban District 
Council, where he was responsrble for laying 
15,000 square yards of granolithic pathways, 
and gained large experience in road construc- 
tion work, tar macadam, bituminous grout- 
ing, and general surveying. 

‘rom 1915 to 1915 he was engaged on the 
Grand Trunk Pacific Railway, B.C., Canada, 
and Pacific Great Eastern Railway. B.C., 
Canada, in charge of survey work, teodolite 
and topographical work, tunnel and bridge 
construction, and road and river diversions, 


HOUSING COSTS RISING. 


During the last month the cost of building 
in Britain has, it is stated, risen as follows :— 
For working class houses containing a 
living room and three bedrooms, but without 
a parlour, the cost in January was £386, in 
February £389, in March £416, and in April 
£425. Last month tenders were received for 
similar houses to cost over £500, and some 
neariy £600 each. 

These figures are taken from an answer 
given by Mr. Wheatley to Sir Kingsley Wood 
in the House of Commons, and refer to non- 
parlour houses.

THE IMPORTANCE OF 


PAINTING.

At a meeting of the South Cork Co. Board 
the Engineer reported re the condition of 
the workhouse buildings. As a whole they 
were structurally ane Of recent years the 
external and internal painting had been 
neglected, and as a result many of the cor- 
rugated iron sheds were in a bad state, es- 
pecially the male lunatic division. He sub- 
mitted a list of the most urgent works on 
the supposition that the buildings would be 
used for their present purposes:—Male Hos- 
pital (St. John’s), £400; St. Patrick's Male 
Hospital, £749; Separation Division, £262 
10s.; Female Lunatic Division, £135; St. 
Teresa's ‘Hospital, £12; Female Infirm 
Division, £444 10s.: Bakehouse, £80; Girls’ 
School, £205; Male Lunatic Division, £168; 
Kitchen (general), £140; external Painting, 
£600; making a total of £5.196. It was not 
necessary that all these works should be car- 
ried out at once, but they must be done with- 
in a few years. The Medica) staff had re- 
peatedly asked for proper sanitary accommo- 
dation in St. John’s, St, Patrick's, and 
Separation Division. The cost of these three 
items would be about £4,200. The present 
system of heating the hospitals was both ex- 
pensive and inefficient, and he sugested that 
the question of central heating should be 
gone into. 

The Engineer said it was very hard to get 
Guardians or Vice-Guardians, or Commis- 
sioners, or anybody else to take a proper 
view of the importance of painting, and only 
two wards had been done for the last six 
years. Previously a few wards used be done 
every year. However, work was not done 
on some of them because it was not ex- 
pected they would be required under the 
amalgamation scheme.

ST. THOMAS’ COLLEGE, NEWBRIDGE. 


This illustration from the architect's plans 
shows the impressive new building which is 
being erected by Messrs. Thomas Mackey and 
Sons, 48 Lower Camden &treet, Dublin, as an 
addition to St, Thomas’; Newbridge, the 
college of the Dominican Fathers, so beauti- 
fully situated beside the River Liffey. It. con- 
tains on the ground floor tén large classrooms, 
three extra reception rooms, and a large 
kitchen and offices, with steam cooking equip- 
ment, in addition to two large ranges. 

On the first floor are a large well ventilated 


dormitory, with cubicles for 50 boys, fitted 
with lavatory, basins and hot and cold water 
supplies, a smaller dormitory for 20 boys, and 
the community refectory. 

The second floor contains the large study 
hall, the professors’ rooms, and the priests’ 
library. i 

The sanitary annexe contains a range of 14 
shower baths, reclining, foot baths, ete., with

Edinburgh Corporation, having erected a 
number of demonstration houses, as a tfial of 
the duo-slab system, these were formally 
opened by Lord Provost. Sleigh. The cere- 
mony attracted a large amount of public in- 
terest. An unp itated demonstration of 
the rapidity with which the duo-slab houses 
e was given, and within an hour 


creased in height. 

The Convener of the Housing and Town 
Planning Committee said one of the great 
difficulties in the erection of houses was the 
scarcity of skilled labour, especially masons 
and bricklayers. There was brought to the 
notice of the Director of Hogeing the system 
of building by concrete slabs or blocks, called 
the duo-slab system, and Sir Edwin Airey 
was asked to build thirty-two houses as a 
demonstration. They now desired to build 
one thousand houses, and suitable types had 
been designed—75 per cent. three-roomed and 
25 per cent. two-roomed. Some of the houses 


in two flats. The cost would be about half a 
milion. The average cost, under contracts 
already accepted, worked out at about £450. 
If. mo change was made in the bill outlined by 
Mr. Wheatley, the cost of this scheme to the 
citizens would be one farthing per pound per 
annum to the rates for the next forty years. 
In erecting the shell of the demonstration 
houses, it was found that out of 65 men em- 
ployed’ in erecting the walls, 60 were un- 
skilled, unemployed men. This matter of 
giving work to the unemployed was one of 
the things which appealed very strongly to 
them. hey were also using the refuse ashes 
from the Electric Light Station for making 
the concrete blocks, the disposal of which 
might otherwise entail cost. His committee 
were coming to the conclusion that the last 
word had not been said in the matter of 
building. It might be that, as a consequence 
of the shortage of houses, new methods of 
construction would oe found which would 
have the effect of creating a revolution in 
the building trade. New methods had been 
found for building walls. They must find suit- 
able substitutes for other departments, and 
they must theapen the construction of houses 
before they could get down to economic rents. 

The Lord Provost said one of the chief 
merits of the duo-slab houses was the celerity 
with which it was possible to have them 
erected. Where the need was so urgent this 
method of building formed one of the most 
suitable means of meeting the widespread de- 
mand for accommodation with which every 
community was faced at the present time. 
The fact that unskilled labour could be largely 
utilised was of great importance in view of the 
scarcity of skilled workmen in the building 
trades. The demonstration .houses had been 
erected in four months—a record of which 
they might all be proud. 

A feature of the interior arrangements is the 
back-to-back grate in the living room, where 
it appears as a parlour grate, while com- 
municating its heat to the scullery side of 
the range, the cooking being done by the fire 
in the living room grate. 


GIGANTIC HOUSING 
PROGRAMME. 


TO CQST £1,376,000,000. 


The British Ministry of Health has issued a 
memorandum which shows the estimated cost 
of the Government’s financial proposals with 
regard to housing. The Government seeks to 
extend the provisions of the iiousing Act, 
1923, as far as Exchequer contributions are 
concerned, practically unaltered for 15 years, 
and the increased contributions to Iccal 
authorities for 40 years for houses erected 
under special conditions. 4 

The proposed new State subsidy to local 
authorities is £9 a year for each house (or 
£12 10s. a year in rural areas) for 40 years, 
instead of £6 a year for 20 years, as at 
be The subsidy is payable in respect of 
ouses to be let for occupation to tenants who 
intend to live in them. The aim is to secure 
the completion of about 2,500,000 houses of 
the type required in 15 years. The building 
ate am mi Is for the construction of 90,000 

ouses in 1925, the number increasing each 
year until 1934, when it would be 225,000. 
This rate would be maintained until 1939. 

The total cost of the Government housing 
scheme would be £1,376,240,000, which in- 
cludes £926,240,000 State subsidy, ard 
£450,000,000 chargeable to local rates, The 
subsidy for 1924-25 is estimated at £278,000. 
The high-water mark is expected to be 
reached in 1940-41 with £23,156,000. This is 
estimated to be the yearly cost until 1964.

IRELAND'S WATER POWER. 


At the first World Power Conference, which 
is being held in London in July, there will be 
present delegates from no fewer than thirty 
countries—practically all of them experts on 
power production, distribution and applica- 
tion—and a great mass of papers dealing with 
these problems, showing how in some of the 
countries where water power is predominant, 
they have been met and surmounted, will be 
presented.

The Boundary Commission. 


The British Government has taken a 
decision which gives a new aspect—we dare 
not say amore hopeful aspect—to the Irish 
boundary problem. Mr. Ramsay Macdonald 
announced yesterday that the Chairman 
of the Boundary Commission—whose name. 
will be published to-day—has been ap- 
pointed. He is a person of judicial ex- 
perience and is detached from English and 
Irish politics. The British Government, 
however, is impressed with the difficulty 
of the position which has been created by 
Northern Ireland’s refusal to appoint a 
member of the Commission. It fears that 
the .validity of findings reached in the 
absence of such a member might 
be challenged in courts of law. The 
Government has decided, therefore, in the 
first place, to submit certain points for 
seiilement to the Judicial Committee of 
the Privy Council, which will be 
strengthened for this purpose by the 
presence of high judicial persons from the 
Dominions, including Sir Adrian Knox, 
Chief Justice of Australia. These points, 
no doubt, will include the question of the 
British Government's right to nominate a 
third member of the Boundary Commission 
or to constitute a Commission of two 
members. The Commission will be estab- 
lished in accordance with the Judicial 
Committee’s advice and will proceed to 
enforce Article XII. of the Treaty.. In 
the meanwhile there will be an interval, 
of which Mr. Macdonald hopes that good 
use will be made. The Chief Justice of 
Australia cannot arrive in England before 
the end of this month. The Judicial Com- 
mittee of ‘the Privy Council will sit in 
July, and. probably some weeks must be 
assigned for its deliberations, Mr. Mac- 
donald proposes that President Cosgrave 
and Sir-James Craig shall: employ this 
interval in another earnest attempt to 
reach a settlement by agrgement. He 
invites them to examine the whole problem 
with the help of the Chairman: of the 
Boundary Commission. © ' 

We confess that our chief hope of a 
real solution of the boundary problem lies 
in Mr. Macdonald’s alternative proposal. 
intervention of the Judicial Committee and 
the assistance of the Commission’s Chair- 
man in further negotiations with the Free 
State. President Cosgrave has not replied 
to Mr. Macdonald’s overtures, but the brief 
statement which we print to-day irom the 
Free State Government's Attorney-General

question of the ‘interpretation. of the 
Treaty has been, or can be, referred to 
the Judicial Committee, so far as the 
Government of the Saorstat is concerned.”

The President’s 
difficulties are notorious, and we can 
believe that the: risk of some future 
challenge’ in a court of law appears to 
him far less formidable than the immediate 
i anger of extremists at home. If; then, 
the Free State Government decides to re- 
pudiate the Judicial Committee of the 
Privy Council, or, at any rate, to keep 
an open fhind on the result of its inter- 
vention, what will happen? No doubt, 
the Committee will proceed with its 
labours; but, in the meanwhile—ii 
nothing else is done—there will be a 
serious. revival of political agitation in 
Ireland. The relations between North and 
South will be strained to breaking-point, 
and the Free State's enemies within its, 
own borders will find new opportunities 
of mischief. It is deeply to be desired, 
therefore, that Sir James Craig and Presi- 
dent Cosgrave shall essay a supreme effort 
to keep the Judicial Committee out of 
the arena altogether by reaching an agree- 
ment which would make the constitution 
of the Boundary Commission a matter of 
no importance. Both have everything to 
lose from a conflict between the two Irish 
States and everything to gain from a 
process of compromise, however gradual, 
that would create immediate bases of 
unity. Here and, as we feel, here only 
lies the way of peace.

Help for Farmers. 


Every farmer in the Free State will 
welcome the Bill which was introduced in 
Dail Eireann yesterday by the Minister 
for Agriculture. This measure empowers 
county councils to give relief from rates 
to occupiers of agricultural land and 
to raise for that purpose loans which 
need not be repaid for seven years. 
As Mr. Hogan explained, it is purely a 
relief measure, which has been brought 
forward in consequence of the Govern- 
ment’s inability to increase the agricul- 
tural grant. The grant, which was 
inaugurated under the Local Government 
Act of 1898, amounted in al] to £599,000, 
and was a fixed sum. It was made in 
relief of fifty per cent. of the rates on 
agricultural lands as compared with the 
rates on “other hereditaments,’’ such as 
houses and railways. Obviously it was 
unfair that the holder of agricultural 
lands should be expected to pay rates on 
the same basis as the townsman who had 
all the advantages of lighting, water, heat 
and sanitation, whereas the farmer 
benefited only by the Poor Law and the 
upkeep of the roads. In the years before 
the war the agricultural grant sufficed 
roughly to serve the purpose for which it 
was instituted. The total rate for the 
rural areas in 1913 was only £1,600,000. 
For the current year it is £3,000,000, and 
conséquently the agricultural grant gives 
less than 25 per cent. of relief. The Free 
State farmer, therefore, is paying out of 
his land actually more than 75 per cent. of 
‘the rates which are paid in the towns out 
of houses, and gets only a tithe of the 
return for his money which the townsman 
enjoys. Naturally enough, the farmers 
have been unable to meet their liabilities, 
and arrears of rates have accumulated in 
an alarming manner. The collection of 
these arrears; plus current assessments, 
would be quite impossible, and for that 
reason alone the present Bill ought to 
have the blessing of the whole agricultural 
community. 


The total rural rate for the current 
year already has been assessed at 
£3,000,000, of which £2,315,000 will come 
from agricultural land and the remainder 
of £685,000 from “other hereditaments.”’ 
Of course, there will be no relief from the 
latter sum, which must be paid in its 
entirety ; but under the new Bill county 
councils have the power, if they choose, 
to reduce the total assessment by 
two-thirds. Of the nominal rate of 
£2,315,000, therefore, the farmers will be 
required to pay only £771,666—on the 
assumption, naturally, that every county 
council elects to exercise its new powers. 
The total relief wid be over £1,500,000, 
and the interest and sinking fund on the 
loans which will be necessary to make up 
this sum will amount to about £250,000 
per annum. The Government hopes that 
this yearly ‘liability will be covered by the 
savings which are likely to be made in 
local administration under the new Local 
Government Bill. If the county councils 
take advantage of their new powers, they 
will have no further excuse for the non- 
collection of arrears of rates. The amount 
outstanding is well over £1,500,000, and, 
with a two-thirds’ reduction in current 
rates, the farmers ought to be able to pay 
it without any great hardship. Debt 
always cripples enterprise, and every effort 
should be made by the county councils to 
collect every penny of arrears with the 
least possible delay. Then the way will be 
clear. The Free State Government has 
given solid proof of its desire to help the 
farmers to the limit of its ability, Unless 
they determine to help themselves, how- 
official assistance will be of little 

Mr. Hogan's Bill gives them an 

t opportunity of squaring their 
accounts, and we hope that they will take 
the fullest advantage of it.

Builders and Prices. 


The Inter-Departmental Committee which 
was appointed by Mr. Baldwin's Govern- 
ment to investigate the price of building 
materials for the information of the 
Minister of Health and the President of 
the Board of Trade has issued its fourth 
interim report. The report devotes most 
space to the variations that have taken 
place in the cost of bricks, It includes 
a table which shows the fluctuations 
daring the present year in twelve different 
localities—three in Scotland, one in Wales 
and eight in England. The class‘of bricks 
included in the table ranges from common 
34-inch composition bricks in Glasgow, at 
47s. 6d. a thousand, to facing sand-faced 
bricks at Birmingham, costing 115s. a 
thousand. Of the twelve districts, only

Pro- 
duction has increased also, but not 
sufficiently, and an inability to procure 
the requisite supply of materials is re- 
ported in numerous cases. In some 
districts there has been an increase in 
the price of fuel, and the clay industry 
has been impeded by industrial disputes. 
The only reduction seems to be a fall in 
the price of lead, varying between £2 and 
£5 10s. a ton in different districts. - The 
Committee finds that the actual price of 
bricks is higher than,the figures which are 
given in the table. It has been discouraged 
by the reluctance of manufacturers to 
furnish necessary details, and reports that 
“further investigations on. the present 
basis will not be productive of any tangible 
results.” 


Chinese Pirates. 


The Hong-Kong Correspondent of The 
Times reports that the activities of 
Chinese pirates. are causing much anxiety 
to the authorities, Six piracies were 
carried out with success during 1923. The 
pirates boarded the ships as ordinary 
passengers or subordinate members of the 
crew, and, at a given signal, overpowered 
the officers and took possession of the 
vessels. Last January, when the river 
steamer Tai Lee was attacked and her 
captain murdered, the boatswain was 
found to be the leader of the pirates. This 
culminating outrage provoked an insistent 
demand for more effective protection. 
The Canton authorities were stirred to 
action at last; troops were sent to 
known headquarters of pirates, and 
several ringleaders were executed sum- 
marily. New methods were adopted to 
increase the security of ships bound for 
river and delta ports. They now sail in 
groups, and the fastest ship, armed with 
Lewis guns, brings up the rear. British 
soldiers are employed to supplement the 
guards, and a system of signalling has 
been put in force. The ships’ officers, 
however, are not satisfied with these ex- 
pedients. It seems that Chinese owners 
engage officers solely with a view to the 
saving of money, and the candidate who 
is ready to take a low rate of pay is pre- 
ferred, without regard to his qualifica- 
tions. The danger has become so great 
that, unless it is attacked promptly and 
efficiently, the whole river traffic may he 
dislocated. In these days of swift com- 
munication and fast steamers it seems 
hardly possible that the modern disciples 
of Captain Kidd can survive a resolute 
effort to exterminate them.

MR. WHEATLEY'S SCHEME 
EXAMINED. 


From Our PARLIAMENTARY CORRESPONDENT. 
WESTMINSTER, Wednesday. 

In the House of Commona this afternoon 
the attendance was small, possibly owing to 
attractions elsewhere. The main feature of 
the hour was the reply to a question put by 
arrangement by Mr. Neville Cuamberlain con- 
cerning the Boundary Commission.

When the debate on the financial resolu- 
tion, which is a necessary precedent to the 
Government's new Housing Bill, Mr. Neville 
Chamberlain entered upon an exhaustive 
examination of the proposals with, as he ex- 
pressed it, an earnest desire to ascertain 
whether they would be effective in operation. 
The right hon, gentleman, who was the author 
of the 1923 Housing Act, came to the con- 
clusion that they were defective in many im- , 
portant particulars, and expressed his own 
opinion that they would not result in the 
eréction of any more houses than was made 
possible under his own scheme. He 
strenuously repudiated the assertion made by 
Mr. Wheatley the previous evening that the 
1923 Act was mainly directed to the provision 
of dwellings for the better class people, and 
that the workers, who were in most need of 
accommodation, had been left out of con- 
sideration. As a man of honour and a gentle- 
man, he hoped that the Minister of Health 
would see his way to withdraw a statement 
which was a complete travesty of the actual 
facts. Coming to the actual proposal of the 
bill, he inquired the cost per house that 
Mr. Wheatley had in mind as enabling a re- 
munerative rent to be charged. 

Mr. Wheatley mentioned the figure of £475 
as applying to the average house. Mr, Cham- 
berlain said that he only hoped the Minister's 
estimate would be realised, but he doubted 
it, in face of the fact that prices were rising. 
But, perhaps, it was in the best interests ot 
the country that Mr. Wheatley should be 
able to put his schéme into operation. If it 
failed—as he believed it would—it would, at 
all events, carry conviction to the right hon. 
gentleman’s mind that he was proceeding upon 
wrong lines. If it succeeded, no one would 
be vetter pleased than he (Mr. Chamberlain) 
would be. 

The reply to Mr. Chamberlain came from 
Mr. Greenwood, the Parliamentary Secretgry 
to the Ministry of Health, who scoffed at the 
idea that private enterprise could Peary 
supply the number of houses required. Deal- 
ing with the objection that the Government 
we ho involved a huge expenditure, he said 
the Opposition the 
deficiency of skilled labour prevented the 
scheme operating with complete success, 
ipso facto the expenditure would not be in- 
curred. But surely a nation which could 
find many millions for its fighting services 
ought to be able to find the means for pro- 
viding houses for its workers.

It is not 
difficult to imagine what the conditions 
were like at Epsom; for they were up. 
pleasant enough in town. Yet at three 
o'clock in the heavy rain the streets filled 
with people anxious to know the winner. 
and they waited patiently until half-past 

three, when the result was made known. 


Lord Derby's Success. 


The success of Lord Derby with Sans» 
vino breaks a very remarkable run of bad 
luck; for not since 1787, when Sir Peter 
Teazle won the Derby, has it been won by 
the Stanleys.. Since then the family has 
constantly made efforts to win the race. 
and the present Lord Derby has tried as 
strenuously as any of them, with the 
result that on three occasions he has been 
within measurable distance of success, 
securing the second place. It will be re. 
membered that on Monday, at the Press 
Club, Lord Derby said that he had a 
good horse, a good jockey, and the best 
trainer in England. His commendation 
was well earned to-day. 


The Calcutta Swecp. 


It is reported that the winner of the 
Calcutta Club Sweep, the first prize for 
which is some seventy thousand pounds, 
is a man from Nairobi, who drew Sanso- 
vino. Diophon, which was the favourite 
until yesterday, was drawn by a young 
Scot working in London at a bank. He 
did very well out of his draw; for he 
parted with half-share of his ticket for 
some thousands of pounds to a syndicais 
of turf commission agents.

A Wet May. 


Reports sent by observers to the 
Meteorological Office show that last month 
was one of the wettest Mays on record. 
An official of the Rainfall Department 
states yesterday that 3.6 inches was regis- 
tered by an observer at Bewdley on Mav 
3lst—the heaviest- rainfall so far recorded 
for that day. A Cirencester observer re- 
ported that it was the wettest May in 
that district for eighty-one years. At 
Colwall, near Malvern, it was reported 
that rain began on May Slst at 7 p.m., 
and by nine the next morning 2.51 inches 
were measured. This exceeds the rainial 
for the whole of the normal May. 


Devolution.

PREMIER'S 


‘GROUNDS . OF 
HOPE. 


(Seecrat Trrecram.) 
WESTMINSTER, Wednesday. 

In the House of Commons to-day, Mr. 
Neville Chamberlain asked the Prime 
Minister whether he was in a position to 
make any statement as to the progress of 
the Irish negotiatioris, 

The Prime Minister (Mr. Ramsay 
Macdonald)—I think the House may wish to 
know, without delay, what steps the Govern- 
ment have taken: in connection with the 
Irish boundary question. Our relations with 
Ireland are now governed by the Treaty, 
ratified with the approval of all -recognised 
parties, after a general election, during which 

matter was specifically submitted to the 
electorate. The Irish question has thus been 
placed outside the ambit of party controveroy, 
eo far as this country is concerned. The task 
of the present Government is greatly facili- 
tated by the fact that it has merely to give 
effect to the policy outlined by our f-re- 
decessors, with which we are in perfect 
acreement. To us, as to them, the Treaty 
embodies a final settlement of Anglo-Irish 
relations,. made once for all, with no ulterior 
purpose. And as we intend to observe it in 
the spirit as well as in the letter, so, of 
course, we look to Ireland to observe it. 
Without qualification, I must say that abso- 
lute faith has been kept by the Government 
of the Irish Free State with us 

With regard to the boundary question, our 
predecessors made every effort to bring about 
a settlement by agreement. We continued 
those efforts, but when the Government 
of th, Free State, on the 26th of 
April, informed us that they = saw 
ro hope of further progress, we agreed to 
carry out the provisions of Article 12, as we 
were bound in law and honour.to do. 

A CHAIRMAN SECUFPED. 

Immediate steps were taken to find some

If, as I earnestly 
hope, progress can be made on these lines, the 
difficulties by which we are all at present 
confronted may well be brought within the 
compass of an amicable settlement.”’ 

SIR JAMES CRAIG’S GOOD-WILL. 

The letter to Sir James Craig was couched 
in identical terms. I have had a reply from 
him saying that he is “willing to assist in 
every way in his power the consummation of 
this, the only statesmanlike solution of the 
problem.” I have not yet received President 
Cosgrave’s reply, but my right hon. friend, 
the Secretary of State for the Colonies, has 
received a despatch, evidently sent just before 
my letter could have been delivered, depre- 
cating delay, and expressing a hope that the 
early appointment of a Chairman will enable 
certain preliminaries to be put in hand. I 
cannot but feel, in view of these two com- 
munications, that we are in a position now to 
advance this vital matter one stage further. 
At any rate, of this I am sure, that the spirit 
shown in recent pronouncements by the Irish 
leaders, which I conceive still animates them, 
gives me ground to hope that Irish states- 
manship will enable the solution to be reached.

The cablegram giving these details: makes it 
perfectly clear that the Government intends 


to the position of Northern Ireland. There is 
reason to believe that the statement appear- 
ing in a London paver on Fridav last, and 
reproduced in Ireland, was officially inspired. 
It was there mentioned that there were three 
questions which required elucidation, and all 
three centred in the Boundary Commission 
and the appointment of a representative of 
Northern Ireland. Not one of these points is 
new; all have been discussed over and over 
again. Briefly, they are—Whether the Im- 
nerial Government can order the Governor of 
Northern Ireland to appoint a representative?

The probability is that these are the ques- 
tions to be submitted to the JIndicial Com- 
mittee of the Privy Council, and until they 
have been answered, it is unlikely that the 
Commission will function.

At the meeting last night of the Blackrock 
Urban District Council, a letter was read 
from the Secretary of the Post Office, reply- 
ing to a recent communication of the Council 
complaining about the delivery of English 
mails in the Blackrock area. 

The letter stated that no de-celeration had 
taken place in the delivery of cross-Channel 
correspondence for Blackrock. This corre- 


spondence, which was due at Kingstown Pier 


at 5.50 a.m., was, as heretofore, included in 
the deliveries commencing at 7.20 a.m. and 
6.30 p.m. respectively. The question of having 
these deliveries made at somewhat earlier 
hours had been carefully considered, but it was 
regretted that no immediate improvement 
could be effected. The bulk of the mails 
reached Blackrock at about 7.10 a.m. and 
6.15 p.m. 

Mr. Downey characterised the letter as a 
“very clever evasion.”” The point was, he 
said, that mails coming from England on the 
overnight mail were not delivered in Black- 
rock the next morning. They went into Dub- 
lin and were sent out for delivery in the 
evening. 

The letter was marked “ read and noted.”’ 

POLITICAL PRISONERS. 

A resolution calling for the unconditional 
release of all Irish political prisoners in Ire- 
and and Great Britain was passed, on the 
motion of Mr. O'Keeffe, seconded by Mr. R. 
O'Connor, 

Mr. W. H. Knight, who opposed the resolu- 
tion on the ground that it was contentious 
and would be ineffective, appealed to the 
Council to reject it. If they passed it, he 
said, they would appear to support the views 
of those who were opposed to the Govern- 
ment. 

Mr. O'Keeffe said ‘that Mr. Knight ap- 
peared to forget that the Postmaster-General 
and many other Dail members had stated 
that they were in favour of releasing the 
prisoners. 

The Chairman said that few men in Ireland 
had done more than he had done to get men 
out of jail and off the scaffold. Many of the 
men now in the Dail had been in jail them- 
selves, and every public board in Ireland had 
called on the British Government to release 
them. No man, he thought, should be put. in 
jail because he had certain political opinions. 

The resolution was passed by six votes to 
five. 

Mr. Downey deprecated the carrying on of 
any political discussions at the Council's meet- 
ings. The Council should confine - itself 
strictly to its own business. 

Lady Dockrell agreed, saying that she 
strongly objected to the introduction of poli- 
tical resolutions.

The murder of Patrick Leary (40), farmer, 
whose dismembered remains were discovered 
in a furze brake about fifty yards from his 
home at Kilkern, Milltown, was further in- 
vestigated at Rosscarbery District Court, be- 
fore Mr. Crotty.

_ Miss O'Regan, who lived on the farm ad- 
joining the Learys, said that Cornelius 
Leary told her that he ‘‘ freed” all the 
people of Kilkern of the crime at the funeral. 
Mary Anne asked her did she see the foxy 
sergeant, as she thought that he was inside 
picking out of her mother. 

A brother of the last witness swore that 
Con. Leary said to him—‘‘ I am innocent, and 
so is everyone in Kilkern. I will go to 
Heaven.” 

Doctor Charles Nyhan, Clonakilty, gave 
evidence as to the dismembered portions of 
the body. 

Sergeant Devov, Clonakilty, stated that on 
the 7th of March he met Cornelius O'Leary 
at Milltown and asked him to accompany him 
to Walsh’s field at Kilkerrin. The witness 
asked him if he had made any inquiries about 
his brother, and he replied that he had not, 
that his brother was in the habit of going 
away for a time. On reaching the field a 
Guard pointed out a human arm under a 
furze bush, and also a bar containing the 
head and trunk of the body. The witness 
showed Cornelius O’Leary an arm, and he 
gaid; ‘‘Tt’s awful.” The witness then pulled 
the head out of the sack arid turned the 
light of an electric torch on it, and asked 
Cornelius Leary if he could identify it. 
Cornelius Leary asked the witness to turn 
over the other side of the head, and said: 
“Yes, it is my brother.” When Inspector 
Troy asked Cornelius Leary immediately after- 
wards if he could identify the head, he said: 
“It is like my brother’s, but I am not sure.” 

The witness then visited Leary’s house, an 

The witness then visited Leary’s house, 
and Mary Anne said tha her 
brother was missing for over a week. 
When the inspector showed her the deceased 
man’s head, Hannah said that. she could not 
identify it and appeared calm. She expressed . 
no regret. Mary Anne identified the head as 
that of her brother Patrick, but she expressed 
no regret. Pressed by the i r, Hannah 
agreed that it was the head of her brother. 
Cornelius Leary later said: ‘‘I am not sure, 
but it is like his poll.” Different marks on 
the head were pointed out to him, when he 
seemed to get excited and said: “I am inno- 
cent; my hands are clean.” Later, the wit- 
ness searched the kitchen of Leary’s house 
and found a hatchet, which had blood stains 
on the handle. A boarded partition at the 
head of the bed in the barn loft, in which 
the deceased man slept, showed blood stains. 
The timber appeared as if it had been washed. 
The plaster over the bed was also sprayed 
with blood, and the frame of the bed showed 
large blood stains. On a heap of potatoes 
on the other side of the barn the witness 
found a man’s coat, and it was heavily blood- 
stained. He also found a reaping hook that 
had blood stains on the handle.

GERMANY'S LAST CHANCE 
OF SALVATION, 


—F——— 


CHANCELLOR'S APPEAL 
FOR CO-OPERATION, 


BERLIN, Wednesday. 

In the Reichstag this evening, Dr. Marx, 
the. Chancellor, delivered a speech explaining 
the Government’s policy, especially with re- 
gard to foreign affairs. 

He declared that the paramount question of 
international politics at the present time was 
the attitude of the nations concerned towards 
‘the '-experts’ report: The Government was 
conviriced that this attitude was a vital ques- 
tion for Germany, The state of Germau 
economic life was miserable, if not desperate, 
and those of knowledge of German 
economic life were unanimously of opinion 
that relaxation in the matter of money strin- 
gency must very soon take place if the whole 
of economic life were not to break down. 

“The German Government,’’ Dr. Marx de- 
clared, ‘* saw in the experts” report a way out 
of a serious economic crisis which had already 
lasted too long, and it, therefore, in the Note 
of April 17, replied to the question of the 
Reparations Commission that it considered the 
report a practical basis for a quick solution 
of the Reparations problem, and that it, there- 
fore, was ready to assure its collaboration in 
the experts’ plans. In accordance with this 
declaration, the present Government will con- 
tinue the preliminary work for the carrying 
out of the report.” 

Dr. Marx went on to say that when the 
task of the Committees, which had already 
begun the preliminary work, had led to an 
agreement, the Government would submit the 
necessary bills in connection with the gold 
note bank, the railways and industrial obli- 
gations to the Reichstag. The Government 
was prepared to do everything possible to 
hasten the preliminary work and to make the 
experts’ report a reality, and it hoped for 
the co-operation of the Reichstag.

“ The bills and decrees. which will be issued 
by us,” the Chancellor continued, ‘‘ will only 
come into force if it is clearly and unequivo- 
cally shown that the other parties also accept 
the Experts’ report as an indivisible and un- 
changeable whole, and when the certainty pre- 
vails that the other side is, at the same time, 
taking all the measures which the report 
describes as necessary to restore Germany's 
capacity to fulfil the terms. The economic 
and financial unity of Germany and her ad- 
ministrative sovereignty: must be restored, as 
otherwise the obligations demanded in the 
report cannot be assumed. 

“The huge sacrifices asked of the German 
people can only be borne if it is made possibte 
for all Germans to carry on their work un- 
disturbed in their homes. To restore their 
freedom and their homes to thousands of ex- 
pelled Germans is the indispensadle aim which 
the Government cannot relinquish.” 

The Chancellor declared that the natural 
consequence of acceptance of the report must 
be the restoration everywhere of the con- 
ditions provided by the Treaty on the left 
bank of the Rhine, as well as the Ruhr, and 
the Government would do all in its power to 
bring about a just solution of this question, 
for the Government regarded the speedy 
settlement, of the political questions with the 
Allied Governments as one of its most impor- 
tant and most urgent tasks. 

APPEAL FOR NATIONAL UNITY. 

Dr. Marx appealed to the Reichstag and 
the German pcople not to destroy, by dis- 
union and destructive strife, the recent slow 
“recovery of Germany, and said that it was 
@ question, within the next few weeks, of 
continuing this recovery, and of rescuing Ger- 
man economic life. 

In conclusion Dr. Marx’ said: “All the 
heavy sacrifices which the German people 
have borne during the last months would have 
beén in vain if we now did not remain strong 
until our aim is achieved, Foreign countries 
must see that the united German people 
desires to tread the path of freedom offered 
it, but foreign countries must also finally 
show that they are ready for an honourable 
understanding. ‘Only thus will faith in a 
real and permanent, peace. be revived among 
the German people—the faith whith has been 
shaken by innumerable disappointments and 
humiliations. It is Germany’s last chance of 
salvation. The Rhineland and our oppressed 
countrymen in the Ruhr expectantly await 
speedy rescue and help.” i 

The Chancellor's speech was heard quietly 
by the entire House, and was evidently 
favourably received by all Parties, except the 
Communists and the Extreme Nationalists, 
who interupted him occasionally. 

Directly after the speech the Reichstag 
‘adjourned until to-morrow, when “the debate 
on it will bezin.—(Reuter.)

No news was received yesterday in London, 
either in British Government circles or in the 
Rumanian Legation, in regard to the situation 
in Rumania, and the absence of news pro- 
vokes comment and inquiry, states 7'he 7'imes. 
It is known from the latest Rumanian papers 
to hand that last week’s explosion in the 
ammunition dépét at Coterceni caused great 
excitement among the population of Bukarest. 
The Prefect found it necessary to issue an 
order urging the population to remain quietly 
in their homes, to lend no credence to 
false rumours. Official Government statements 
minimised the extent of the losses caused by 
the explosion, and a Government and Parlia- 
mentary inquiry left it an open question 
whether the disaster was due to a spark from 
an engine or to the nefarious plotting of alien 
agents. The Opposition Press seized the occa- 
sion to charge the Government with criminal 
negligence. 

It so happened that at the week-end two 
important political events were timed to take 
place, both tending to a development of the 
offensive on the part of the Opposition. The 
Popular Party, under the leadership of 
General Aversecey, was to have held a 
largély attended Congress in Bukarest, and 
tie’ Sovernment organ suggested last Satur- 
day that this Congress might not be held after 
all. In the second place, the negotiations for 
a fusion of the Transylvanian National Party, 
under, the leadership of M. Manui and M. 
Vaida Volvod. and the Peasant, or Isaranist 
Party, under M. Lupui, had been practically 
completed, and the formal pact between the 
two parties was to have been concluded early 
this week. Both these parties are vehemently 
opposed to the Bratiano régime, and seemed 
disposed to take full advantage of the excite- 
ment éaused by the explosion, which is inten- 
sified by the continual anxiety on account of 
Bessarabia and the threats of Soviet Russia. 


DUNLOP SCHEME.

A FORECAST. 


In its City Notes column 74 Times 
states:—We understand that the delay in 
issuing the report of the Dunlop Rubber Com- 

ny for the eighteen months ended Decem- 
be 51, 1923, together with the promised 
scheme of capital reorganisation, has been due 
to legal questions. These have now been 
settled, and the shareholders may expect to 
receive the documents very soon. It may be 
recalled that this company got into serious 
financial difficulties a few years ago owing 
to very large commitments having been en- 
tered into for the purchase of rubber and 
cotton over a long period at relatively high 
prices. These forward purchases ran into 
about £12,000,000, and it seems difficult to 
believe that the board could have realised 
the enormous extent of their commit- 
ments when they entered into them. 
However, these obligations not only em- 
barrassed the company, but involved’ it in 
very heavy losses. In one vear there was a 
loss of over £7,000,000. Indeed, the last 
published balance-sheet revealed a debit 
balance of £7,731,739, the legacy of the great 
blunder. 

Under the present Board—which was not 
responsible for the blunder—the company has 
straightened out its finances and re-organised 
its manufacturing and sales organisation, and 
now it only remains to sweep away the 
wreckage by writing down the capital to a 
figure which corresponds to the actual earn- 
ing power of the company’s assets. It is 
wise to do this with a margin to spare, so 
that there shall be no question of the opera- 
tion having to be repeated. We have every 
confidence that the able men who now 
compose the Board will not shrink from 
taking the full plunge. Sacrifices there must 
be, but shareholders should note that to re- 
cognise the inevitable is not to incur a fresh 
loss. The business of the company continues 
to expand, and if the writing off is adequate 
there is every reason to believe that the com- 
pany will be able to resume the payment of 
dividends at an early date, 

An examination of the last batance sheet in- 
dicates that more than £10,000,000 may have 
to be written off, representing approximately 
one-half of the total capital. Naturally, the 
ordinary shareholders will suffer the biggest 
cut. Indced, it is expected that the Ordinary 
shares, which amount to £15,000,000. may be 
written down to one-third of their normal 
value, but that arrears of dividend on the 
Preference shares will be funded in new Ordi- 
nary shares. The real position of the Ordinary 
shareholders will be none the worse for this 
severe surgical operation; on. the contrary, 
they will be nearer a dividend when the 
operation has heen completed than they can 
possibly be without it.

TREATMENT OF RICKETS. 


NEW DUBLIN INSTITUTION. 
Through the efforts of a little band of 


hilanthropic Dublin women an entirely new 
institution for the cure of rickets in children 
will be opened at Stillorgan within the next 
three months. 

This is an attempt to cope with the disease 
by preventive methods. The cure, being 
that of Nature, is simple. It consists of the 
provision of fresh air and sunshine, with a 
sufficiency of the ordinary nutritive food. 
Nature then is supposed to strengthen the 
weakened limbs and obviate surgical opera- 
tions. 

Medical science learned in theory that sun- 
shine strengthens the infantile bones, and 
during the Great War Dr. Von Pirquet, of 
Vienna, proved it to the satisfaction of the 
world. Through insufficient food and fats, 
virtually all city children suffered from 
rickets. Von Pirquet put the theory to the 
test, sent thousands of children aged two years 
and less into the country, and every child so 
treated ‘was cured, 

The committee in charge of the Dublin 
scheme has leased a site from the Stillorgan 
Convalescent Home, in one of the most bean- 
tiful parts of County Dublin, and the building 
of. the new Home is well under way. About 
the middle of August the first party of little 
patients will be in residence, the forerunners 
of many thousands who it is hoped, will 
return straight and sound to their homes. It 
has been proved that rickets\ never recur in 
children when cured by this method. 

The new Home will not overlap the work 
of any other institution for children. The 
excellent Home at Cappagh is always filled 
with convalescent operation cases from 
the Temple ,street Hospital, and that at 
Cheeverstown cannot deal with children too 
young of diseased to run about by them- 
selves. 

The new Home will be conducted on non- 
sectarian lines. The only qualification for 
admission will a medical recommendetion. 
It is planned enlarge the first buildings 
when public support is forthcoming, and thus 
extend the crusade against rickets. ' 

The establishment of the Home was made 
possible by a gift of £5,000 from a lady who 
will not rmit her name to be made public. 
Another 55,000 will be required to equip and 
endow the institution. The promises of sup- 

rt already received are very heartening, 
ut more is needed. Apart from its 
humanitarian aspect; the Home deserves sup- 
port; for it takes in patients who otherwise

In Dail Eireann yesterday, the Minister for Agriculture introduced a Bill which 
authorises a county council to remit two-thirds of the rates due by a farmer for 
the current financial year and to make good the deficit by borrowing. 

During the discussion of the Finance Bill members of all parties spoke of the 
need of a revision in the system of taxing motor cars. It was suggested that a petrol 
tax should be substituted for the horse@ower tax. Mr. Blythe, however, held 
out no hope that a change would be made. 

When the estimates of the Local Government Department were under considera- 
tion, Mr. Thomas Johnson called upon the Minister to justify his action in dis- 
solving the Dublin Corporation. He was supported by Mr. William Hewart, who 
described the Minister’s action as “hasty and ill-advised.”’ 

Mr. Burke said that the whole system of municipal management needed to be 
overhauled. The late Corporation would not have been able to grapple with the 
problem of the rates, and, moreover, its condugt had not been blameless in certain 


The Town Tenants Bill was refused a second reading by 38 votes against 30. 
Captain Redmond offered to withdraw the Bill if the Government would introduce 
one, but President Cosgrave said that he could give no undertaking.

GOVERNMENT’S MEASURE 
FOR RELIEF. 

Mr. A. Hogan, Minister for Lands and 
Agriculture, introduced: the Local Govern- 
ment (Rates on Agricultural Land) Bill, 1924. 
Ii is '“a bill to enable County Councils to 
give relief from” rates to occupiers of agricul- 
tural land, and for that ‘purpose to abate 
the amount of certain rates to be raised off 
agricultural land in the local financial year 
ending on the 3lst March, 1925, and to enable 
County Councils to borrow for this purpose 
and to make provision for other matters.”’ 

The bill itseif, the Minister said, told them 
very iittle, while its implications were con- 
siderable. As its title showed, it was a relief 
measure pure and simple It was n 
tended as a substitute for any of the 
sures necessary for the development of ag 
culture. Those measures were known, 
bills for the purpose of giving effect to 
either had been or would be introduced 

“1 do not think,” he added, '' that I need 
argue as to the necessity for giving some relief 
to agriculture. The depression in agriculture 
is not peculiar to Ireland. It is common to 
every country, in Europe and in America. It 
is probably, for a number of diverse causes, 
more acute in Ireland than in most countries, 
and since the agricultural industry is practi- 
cally the only industry in Ireland at present, 
and is likely to remain our main industry in 
the future, we must be all the more con- 
cerned about its condition. All this, I think 
1 am entitled to'eay, is admitted The real 
difficulty is to find the most. suitable methods 
of giving this immediate relief. 


NOTHING TO SPARE, 


“ The problem has to be considered in the 
light of the special circumstances of this 
country, and from that point of view the 
first difficulty in the way is the fact that, in 
spite of our high taxation, there is no rnoney 
to spare. We are learning every day that we 
cannot have our loaf and eat it; that .we 
Cannot waste twenty or thirty millions in de 
struction, and be under the necessity of 
spending as much more in preventing further 
destruction, and yet have that money after 
all. 

** We are not in a position to increase the 
agricultural grant. This grant, as Deputies 
probably know, is an annual grant paid by 
the Treasury to County Councils for the pw 
pose of giving relief to rates payable out of 
agricultural land. It first became payable 
under the Local Government Act of 1898, and 
was at that time a recognition of the fact 
that the farmers shouid not be asked to pay 
for services such as water, light, heat and 
sanitation, which are not supplied to them 
by County or District Councils. 

“ At its inception the amount of the.grant 

was decided with a view to giving SC per 
cent. relief to the rates payable out oí agr- 
cultural land as against the rates payahle out 
of what are called ‘other hereditaments.’ 
The grant does not vary from year to yeur. 
It is a fixed payment, and amounts in Ireland 
to £599,000 per annum. 
. “- The total rate, however, has increased 
yearly. In 1913 the rate in rural districts 
amounted to £1,600,000. This year it stands 
at £5,000,000, an increase of 100 per cent. ; 
consequently the percentage of relief which 
this fixed grant gave became gradually less, 
until at present it amounts to less than 25 
per cent. 

“That is to say, that at the present tite 
this £599,000 paid in relief of agricultural 
rates still leaves the farmer paying out of his 
agricultural land a rate a or pound for 
pound of the valuation, is more than 75 per 
cent. of the rate which is paid out of houses 
in. towns, where the rate pays not 
only for services of which the farmer 
shares the benefit, such as poor 
law and roads, but also for water, ght. 
heat and sanitation. the benefits of which are 
confined exclusively to the towns. 


NEXT BEST THING. 

“To increase the agricultural grant, how- 
ever, is imposstble in the present state of our 
finances, and we have only to do the next 
best thing. The rate for the current year 
beginning on Ist April, 1924, and ending on 
Slst March, 1923, has already been assessed, 
and in the rural districts—that is. in the 
whole of the Free State, with the exception 
of county boroughs and urban districts, it 
amounts, as I have already stated. to avout 
£3.000,000. Of this amount £2.515,000 is 
paid out of agricultural land, and the balance. 
£685,000, is paid out of ‘other hereditaments.’ 
that is to say houses, railways, etc., in the 
rural districts and in towns which are not 
county boroughs and not administered by 
urban councils. 

“This bill empowers each County Council, 
at its option, to borrow not more than two- 
thirds of the amount proposed to be raised out 
of agricultural land in the year 1924-25, and 
to. repay this loan within such period, not ex- 
ceeding seven years, as the County Council, 
with the consent of the; Minister for Local 
Government, may determine. 

“ The current rate payable. therefore. out 
of agricultural land this year in any county 
where the option is exercised will be one- 
third of the actual rate assessed on agricul- 
tural: land. Thus, out of a total rate assessed 
on agricultural land for the vear 1924-25 of 
£2,315,000, the rate payable. if the option is 
exercised by all County Councils, will be 
£771,666. and the amount of the abatement 
will be £1,543,334. 

“The scheme contemplates that this monev 
will be borrowed by each County Connci! 
from the bank which is its treasurer, and may 
be repayable by an annuity extending over a 
period of not more than seven verrs. The 
annual paymént of interest and sinking fund 
for a seven-vear period would approxiinate to 


about £250.000.

“If the scheme is applied to two cases— 
‘A,’ who owes one year's arrears, and who is, 
in addition, liable for his current rate. and 

' who owes no arrears, but who is liable 
only for lis current rate~it will be made 
quite clear. 

“Assume that their rates payable out of 
agricultural land for the years 1923-24 and 
1924-25 are the same—namely, £60 in each 
case for 1925-24 and £57 in each case for 
1924-25. ‘A’ will pay his year’s arrears, 
£60, plus one-third of the current rate, £19; 
that is to say, a total payment of £79. With- 
out the scheme his total payment would be 
£60. plus £57—namely, £117. His ahate- 
ment amounts to £38. ‘B,’ who owes no 
arrears, w']. pav £19 out of his current rate 
of £57, and will be relieved to the same ex- 
tent, £38. In each case. instead of paying 
~58 this ygar, each will pay it over a period 
of seven years by a payment of about £6 10: 
a year, the first payment to be made in 
1925-25. 

“With the help of this‘scheme there will 
be no excuse for county councils who fail to 
collect their arrears; and the only change 
which need be made in the demand notes, 
which are now ready for issue, is to divide 
the rate payable out of agricultural land by 
three. 

“The Minister for Local Government has 
co-operated in the preparation of this scheme, 
which is primarily and directly for the relief 
of agriculture, because he believes that it will 
enable him to clear up the existing position 
of local taxation, with its train of outstanding 
arrears, and, further, give the necessary 
breathing space to ~repare and initiate the 
schemes which are undoubtedly necessary in 
connection with the reorganisation of local 
authorities, and, in particular, to investigate 
the question as to whether the rural _ rate- 
payers, who are. paying £2,000,000 per year 
for roads and asylums alone out of a total 
rate of £5,000,000, are getting value for their 
money. 

‘We have just left a year, 1923, which, 
considered by itself, has undoubtedly been an 
extremely bad vear for the farmer. Things 
seem to be taking at least a slight turn for 
the better. “Where prices are not improving, 
they are at least stabilising. It is just at 
this period, therefore, that relief will be wel- 
comed and will be useful. 

“This bill enables immediate relief to he 
given. It, at least, gives a breathing space, 
and it is not too much to hope that by the 
time the comparatively small interest. and 
sinking fund becomes payable it will be very 
much more than’ off-set by the savings result- 
ing from the reorganisation of the local 
authorities; the favourable tendency in agri- 
cultural prices which I have just mentioned, 
and the effects which ought by then to be 
felt from the operation of the measures for 
the standardisation of agricultural products, 
which either have been or will be introduced 
into the Dail in the present session.” 

The bill was read a first time, and the secord

DUBLIN POLICE BILL, 

The Minister for Justice (Mr. Kevin 
©’ Higgins) moved the second reading of the 
Dublin Police Bill. He briefiy explained the 
main provisions of the measure in much the 
same terms as on the introduction of -the bill. 

Mr. Thomas Johnson objected to the section 
that gives power to the Minister for Justice to 
make, subject to the approval of the Executive 
Council, regulations in relation to the pro 
motion, retirement, degradation, dismissal or 
punishment of members of ti a police force 
That, he said, might mean imprisonment or 
any punishment, and would put the Minister, 
contrary to the Constitution, in the position 
of the Criminal Courts. 

The oath or declaration to be taken by 
members of the force was valueless, because 
anyone could evade the obligation within de 
claration itself. The, declaration that a 
policeman should not join any political society 
should not be put into legislation. If 
would be more effective for the Cormmissioner 
to make regulations in which the term ‘‘politi- 
cal society ” could be defined. A policeman 
who made the declaration in the bill might 
join the Gaelic Athletic Association or the 
Ancient Order of Hibernians, and claim that 
they were an athletic or a friendly society, 
respectively, whereas everyone knew that they 
were actively political. aa

QUESTION OF WAGES. 


The Inspector quite frankly admitted that 
the ~work of the Corporation Committees had 
been carried out very satisfactorily, but he 
contended that. the Corporation, as a whole, 
deserved condemnation. One vould gather 
from the report that the condemnation was 
due to the fact that tie Corporation was not 


mncelined to obev the orders oí the Ministry 


for Local Government to bring down wages. 
Evervthing led to that conclusion. It was 
the duty of the Minister to state quite frankly 
whether the Corporation had been suppressed 
because it refused to reduce the wages of its 
employes. 

From the point of view of s'ackness of 
attendance at meetings, . extravagaaes . and 
carclessness in at'ministration. the Dáil and 
the Government might be suppressed as well 
as the Dublin Corporation. Of the eighty 
members elected to the Corporation in 1920, 
twenty had ceased to be members, the greater 
number through res:gnation on entering the 
service of the Guvernment or becoming mem. 
bers of the Dail. Some of the responsibility 
for the alleged failure of the Corporation un- 
doubtedly lav on those who resigned. The 
obvious remedy for the Government was to 
have those vacancies filled by an election. 

That was not done, and the Corporation 
was suppressed because of the political fears 
of the Government. The Government feared 
that the results of a municipal.election would 
be detrimental to their prestige. If the action 
of the Government was going to be modified 
by political fears the country would rapidly 
go to oligarchy and dictatorship. He did 
not know that the political results would be 
quite as satisfactory as the Government would 
wish them to be, for the slur that had been 
cast upon local government generally, and the 
Dublin Corporation in particular, was one 
that would take a long time to wipe out. 


GREATER DUBLIN. 


The Minister for Local Government, in his 
reply, mentioned that there had been a 
movement on foot for a considerable time in 
connection with a Greater Dublin for the 
whole recasting of the city administration. 
In most of the progressive countries of Europe 
and of America it was found that the exist- 
ing system of city administration wes in- 
efficient. That alone, apart from the 
personnel, would justify him in appointing 
,ommissioners to investigate the question as 
to what system was best suited for Dublin 
wider modern conditions. 

During the war rates went very high, and 
h#aause of that local administration became 
inefficent. For that reason there was now 
a position in Dublm which. no Corporation, 
as it was constituted, would be able te 
remedy. ‘The problem of bringing to a 
normal figure the rates, which were para- 
lysing business in Dublin, was not one which 
could be effectively handled by the Corpora- 
tion. That difficulty arose from the system, 
and could not be met by an immediate elec- 
tion. 

As to the Corporation itself, even Deputy 
Johnson would not say that it was perfect, 
the Inspector acted very properly in giving 
the Corporation credit for what in their work 
was praiseworthy, but he also called attention 
to certain glaring defects in their administra. 
tion which would certainly have justified 
their abolition. 

Mr. Johnson—In what part of the report 
do the defects appear’ 

The Minister replied that there was the 
question of wages. One need not be a terrible 
autocrat in condemning the policy of the 
Corporation in refusing even to meet a députa- 
tion to discuss whether the wages of the 
municipal employés could not be brought 
down, Then there was the Inspector's com- 
ment on the Stanley street Workshops, where 
extravagant prices were paid for goods that 
could be had at much more reasonab!s prices 
from local merchants. The general apathy 
and incapacity of the Corporation was pretty 
generally admitted, 

Mr. Johnson—Except by the Inspector. 

The Minister—He paid a tribute to certain 
members who acted on the committees, but 
nowhere did he praise the Corporation acting 
as a collective unit. 

Continuing. he said that the Government 
had made available a very large grant for 
the relief of unemployment. which was so rife 
in the city. He considered that the way in 
which the Corporation turned down that 
grant was particularly callous and sufficient 
to justify the action taken. Then, again, the 
Corporation -had bees particularly slow in 
dealing with the vital housing problem. 

Mr. Johnson—Your own Department officers 
delayed them a good deal. 

The Minister—We deny that, and I do not 
think it is necessary for me to say ns gar, 
further on the question of the Corporation an 
housing. 

The rates of wages paid to the Corporation 
workers were, with the other advantages of 
their employment, very much higher than the 
ordinary rates prevailing in the city. © ‘That 
fact in itself would have justified him in what 
he had done. Deputy Morrissey had called 
attention to the fact that he had sanctioned 
an increase of wages to Limerick workers 
under the road grant. The rates had been 
made out according to definite plan, but he 
was always prepared, where good reason was 
shown,’ to relax the general rule as to “ages 
in favour of any particular area. 


BUSINESS PARTY’S VIEWS. 


Mr. Hewat said that while he had no ad: 
miration for the Corporation, and often felt 
inclined to abuse it roundly and soundly, yet 
be should say he had not found: that the 
ciarges of maladministration had been proved, 
The administration of the city’s affairs might 
be, and he thought they had been, respon: 
sible for the high rates. Qn the other hand, 
he felt that Deputy Johfison had made out a 
strong case, which required a strong answer 
from the Minister as to why the extraordinary 
and unsual step of suppressing an important 
body like the Corporation had.been taken. 

After all, though the Corporation might not 
represent his views, it had been elected by 
the majority, and he supposed it was a de- 
mocratic body. . The action of the Minister 
seemed to him to have been extreme. If the 
matter went to a vote, he was afraid, not- 
withstanding his inclination to support the 
Government in every possible way, that he 
had no alternative but to vote for the motion 
as a condemnation of the somewhat hasty 
and ill-advised action of the Mimster. 


THE BIG QUESTION, 


Three Commissioners had been appointed to 
administer the affairs of the city, and possibly 
it would be found that their administration 
would be an improvement on the past ad- 
ministration, That, however; was beside the 
hig question which arose—Was the Govern- 
ment going to deal in an grbitrar fashion 
with Boards .without, at all events, justifying 
the action in a better way than the Minister 
had been able to justify Ins action in connec: 
tion with the suppression of the Corporation . 

Alderman Byrne said that, though he was 
an interested party, he thought it well to 
reply to a few of the points made by the 
Minister. He should say that in the Cor- 
poration he found a good type of man and 
woman, anxious and willing at all times to 
do their best in the interests of the city. 
Sometimes he had to complain that the Cor- 
poration gave a little too much, time to 
politics. Resolutions. emanating from it had 
done good work for the country, They asked 
for the release of prisoners. the examination 
of jails, and the medical inspection of 
prisoners, and those matters had. been taken 
into consideration by the Government. 

President, Cosgrave—I would like to cor- 
rect. the deputy on that point. . 1 never 
learned anything from them for the last six 
months. 

Progress was repotted at this stage, and 
further discussion was adjourned till to-day. 


TOWN TENANTS. 
SECOND STAGE OF THE BILL. 


The second stage of the Town Tenants’ Bill, 
1924, was resumed. 

Mr. B. O'Connor, opposing the measure, 
said that if it were passed no landlord would 
let a house. 

Mr, John Daly supported’ the bill. 

Mr, Gorey (Carlow-Kilkenny) said that the 
hill would kill the building of houses for all 
time, They must have either the private 
sneculator or the State: or did Deputy 
Redmond intend that the State should provide 
the houses?

Mr. Johnson (Labour, Dublin County) said 
that there were many things in the bill which 
were very objectiénable, but hé intended to 
support the second reading, because the 
general tendency of the bill was to protect 
the interests of tenants in towns, to se; up 
a fair rent court, and to prevent the rapacity 
of some landlords, and to enable tenants to 
have fixity in their tenancy. 

If the bill had done nothing more than tell 
the Government that it: was its duty to bring 
forward a measure—and to do it quickly—th 
Dail would be justified in giving it a meena 
reading. He asked the House to support the 
second reading, conditionally on Sections Nos. 
2 and 3 being dropped, and that the Govern- 
ment should be called u by the Dail to 
produce a bill to establish fair rent courts 
and to give fixity of tenure to town tenants. 


CONFISCATION. 


Mr. John Good said that, for the sake of 
the credit and. dignity of the House, he re- 
grated that the bill had ever been introduced. 

e agreed entirely with the President and 
the Minister for Justice, when they said, in 
substance, that this bill was an attempt. to 
legalise the confiscation of property. If they 
wanted houses, as they did, they ought to 
encourage the building of houses. (Hear, 
hear.) The oniy argument they could use in 
order. to encourage those who had money to 
put if into houses was that it was a safe 
investment. In view of the bill, and its 
drastic terms, could anybody urge that hous- 
mg was a safe investment? Why should 
housing, as an. investment, be treated 
differentiv from amy other investment? 

Mr. Wilson said that the Farmers’ Party 
could give the bill a qualified support. There 
was nothing wrong about fixity of tenure, 
and they approved of it. With regard to the 

uestion raised by Mr. Good, he remarked 
that investors in house property secured not 
only 5 »er cent., but 7) and 10 per cent. on 
their investment. It would be easy to chance 
the number of years’ purchase from 15 years 
o 20. 

Professor Magennis suggested that. Deputy 
Redmond should withdraw his bill and allow 
& measure animated by the same beneficent 
Spirit to be introduced. 

At 8.25 Captain Redmond asked, if it was 
desired to continue the discussion, would the 
House remain sittmg, or would the President 
grant him another day. 

President Cosgrave said he thought. that 
they would have finished tliat night, and he 
hac not intended sitting late. 

Captain Redmond said that if the President 
saw his way to umdertake that the Govern- 
ment would introduce a bill, embodying the 
principles. but not necessarily. the actual 
terms of his bill, at the earliest possible date, 
he would adopt the suggestion of Deputy 
Magennis and withdraw his bill. 


THE. DIVISION, 


The President said that there was legis- 
lation sufficient to keep the House going until 
after Christmas, and in face of that he could 
make no promise, .

ELECTRICITY BILLS. 
EXAMINATION ADJOURNED 
TILL OCTOBER. 


Lord Glenavy took the chair at 3.2. 

The report stage of the Sligo Lighting 
and Electric Power Biil, 1924, was concluded, 
and the final stage will be taken at the next 
sitting. 

Messrs. Barrington, Irwin, and Sir Nugent 
Everard were nominated to serve on the Joint 
Committee to consider the Dublin Electricity 
Supply Bill, 1924, and the East Leinster 
Electricity Supply Bill, 1924. 

The Chairman announced that, in agree- 
ment with the Speaker of the Bail, he had 
nominated Senator Brown, K.C.. as Chairman 
of the Joint Committee which would consider 
the bills. i 

He also announced that he had received a 
report from the Committee that thev had ad- 
journed the consideration of the Dublin Elec- 
tricity Supply Bill, 1924, and the East 
Leinster Electricity Supply Bill, 1924, at the 
request of the promotors of these bills until 
October next. No statute had yet been 
passed to enable the Committee to administer 
oaths to witnesses examined before them, 

On the -suggestion of the Chairman, the 
Civic Guard Bill. 1924, and the Civic Guard 
(Acquisition of Premises) (Amendment) Bill, 
1924, were referred to a Committee of eight 
members. ” 


RECONSTRUCTION. 


The report stage of the Dublin Reconstruc- 
tion (Emergency Provisions) Bill, 1924, was 
then taken. 

Mr. 8. L. Brown, K.C., moved an amend- 
ment that a new section which had been in- 
serted immediately before Section 2 in the 
original bill be deleted. _ He explained that 
the main object of the section referred to was 
to enable the Corporation to take compulsorily 
certain portions of the destroyed area for the 
purpose of widening or otherwise improving 
the streets. When a body under statutory 
powers took land compulsorily it had to com- 
pensate the owners of the land. 

Section 2—the new section which was in- 
serted by the Committee—was an amendment 
proposed by the Government. It dealt with 
the mode under which the Corporation was 
to compensate the owners of property which 
they took by compulsory powers under. the 
bill. The section was subjected to a good 
deal of discussion in the Select Committee, 
and it was only inserted on the understanding 
that it was to be recommended on report. 

The section was very obscure, and, person- 
ally, he did not know the object the Minister 
had in desiring to have it inserted in the bill. 
It might do great injustice to the owners of 
these sites. It was very objectionable in a 
bill which incorporated the land clauses acts 
to interfere with the principle under which 
an arbitrator arrived at the amount of bis 
award. It might do very great lajustice vo 
a person who owned a site. 

The arbitrator gave compensation to the 
owner for the site and also for what was 
known as “ severance.” The value of a site 
to the owner was enhanced by the certainty 
of an ex gratia grant from the Government. 
There was also attached to the site the ad- 
vantage of borrowing money at a low rate of 
interest and payable by small instalments. 

Under the new section the arbitrater could 
not give compensation to the owner of a site 
for “ severance,”’ and he suggested to the 
Minister that it was far better to have com- 
pensation fixed under the Land Clauses Act, 
oecause it did perfect justice to the owner. 
If the section remained in the bill it would 
not do perfect. justice to the owner. He, 
therefore, pre d its deletion. 

Mr. H. 8, Guinness seconded. 

Sir Thomas Grattan Esmonde said that he 
had no objection provided the right of the 
municipality was preserved. . 


HARD FOR THE LAYMAN. 


Mr. Farren said that if Senator Brown 
could not understand the section it was very 
hard for the ordinary Senator to do so. What 
he understood was that the Corporation was 
anxious to safeguard the interests of the 
citizens. If the Corporation required a site 
they should not be asked to pay for the 
pages and mortar, for which compensation 
had already been given by the Recorder. He 
understood that the Corporation wanted only 
one site, in order to make a new thorough-

THE WHOLE POINT, 


Mr. Bourke’ (Minister for Local Govern: 
ment) said that 
rather difficult problem in bringing forward 
the ai t. . They had to reconsider. the 
clams of the Government, the owners and the 
Corporation, Under the amendment they 
thought that those claims would be fairly met 
if the Corporation paid the building owner 
for the value of the site, and the owner 
afterwards “with his rights—whatever rights 
he may have—against the Minister ' for 
Finance, “hat was really the whole point in 
the amendment. 

Mr. Btown said that he could appreciate 
what the Minister’s intention was in framing 
the section. He thought that the intention 
was that the owner should not get more from 
anyone than the value of the site before the 
destruction—that was to be the maximum 
compensation. But he was not to get it from 
the Corporation, but was only to get the 
value which the arbitrator placed on the site, 
without any other advantages.. He held that 
the Corporation should get the benefit of the 
ex-gratia grant, to some extent at any rate. 

Mrs. Wyse Power thought that it was a 
little unfair that what they agreed to in the 
Special Committee, the Chairman of the Com- 
mittee (Mr. Brown) moved to take out: -Had 
she known that this course would have. been 
ad~pted, she would have moved the résolu- 
tion which she had brought forward in the 
Special Committee, but which had not been 
accepted... She thought that the Corporation 
was entitled to some compensation where 
they took the site for street widening pur- 
poses, because they would lose something in 
rates. 

Mr. Farren said that, in view of the fact 
that.the alternative suggestion of the Minister 
had» been. accepted by the Committee, he 
would vote against the deletion of the section. 

The Right Hon. A. Jameson said that the 
Corporation was being taken care of, the Go- 
vérnment was being taken care. of but the 
unfortunate individual who owned the site, 
and from whom the Corporation wanted to 
buy, was undoubtedly losing by the amend- 
memt..a right which he held at the present 
moment. The duty of the Senate was to 
protect the rights of the individual, and it 
would be a bad precedent if they would admit 
the principle that they could alter the law by 
taking away a right. for a certain purpose. 
The principle, once established, might react 
upon every one of them. 

The Minister for Local Government said 
that he did not think it was right to say 
that they were taking away the rights of 
private owners. If they did not give some 
guarantee to the Corporation that they would 
be recompensed for expense in acquiring the 
property, he was afraid that there would be 
no chance of going ahead with the scheme for 
improving the streets. 

The Chairman asked if a suggestion would 
be accepted to frame a clause to enable the 
arbitrator to ascertain the actual amount at 
which: the Corporation could acquire, and 
then to say how much additional the interest 
of the owner was. 

Mr. Brown said that he had now drawn up 
an amendment for submission. Jt would en- 
able the compensation to be divided up and 
the Corporation to see how much they should 

et when they went to the Minister. 

The House agreed that further considera- 
tion of this clause, with the proposed amend- 
ment, be sent back to Committee. 

Mr, Fitzgerald moved in Section 7 to delete 
the figures '' 1930 ”' and to substitute '' 1954,” 
with the object of extending the time for in- 

reased valuation on rebuilt or reconstracted 

uildings. 

On a vote the amendment was declared lost, 


IRISH MANUSCRIPTS, 


The House then considered the final report 
of the Committee on Irish Manuscripts. 

Dr, W. B, Yeats said that he had no doubt 
the Senate would accept the teport. He 
would ask them to urge upon the Government 
to do a work for learning, for literature, a 
work for history, which any Government in 
the world would consider its duty and 
privilege to do. Ireland posressed a great 
mass of old literature in the Irish language. 
There were great collections of manuscripts in 
the Royal Irish Academy, in Trinity College 
and in the Franciscan Library. There were 
large collections of Irish manuscripts in other 
countries also as well, and a great collection 
in the British Museum. These were of great 
historic interest, and they should be. inter- 
preted, edited, indexed and catalogued. 

Much had been done in the past, much by 
Irishmen and much by Germans, and these 
ST ee value for this country 
and possessed value for the world. They con- 
sisted of a great series of annals of poets. All 
the famous stories had been translated and 
edited to a great extent, but, he understood, 
badly edited and badly translated. That work 
had to be done to a great extent over again. 
There was a Jarge quantity of untranslated 
poetry, which was of two kinds: the first was 
what they would call official poetry, not of 
great literary value, but of great historic 
value, as it was the work of official bards. 
Then there were also much poetry of personal 
expression, such as that translated by Dr. 
Kuno Meyer in recent years. 

Scholars might work for one hundred years 
on these manuscripts and they would not 
have exhausted the subjects. The Committee 
was anxious that that work should be carried 
out. Already the imagination and tradition 
in these old books had had a useful effect 
on the life and politics of Ireland. 


ROYAL IRISH ACADEMY. 


The Committee now asked the Senate to 
urge upon the Government that they place 
in the hands of the Royal Irish Fr me 
sufficient funds for the great work to be 
accomplished. After hearing much evidence, 
the Committee Tiad come to the conclusion 
that the Royal Irish Academy—which had 
within its limits the greatest of Irish 
scholars—was the body to which the work 
should be entrusted. It was most important 
that nothing should be taken into considera- 
tion but the interests of scholarship. 

It was said that the Royal Irish Academy 
was not a democratic body because it could 
elect only seven new members every year. 
The fact was that, as a result ol the limited 
membership rule, the Academy had risen more 
and more in the estimation of the Jearned and 
the wise. He proposed the adoption of the 
report. 

Mrs. Stopford Green, in seconding, said 
that they could not be a self-respecting nation 
until they had the Irish State papers gathered 
together and expounded. ‘hey could never 
have a real history until they had their own 
records to go on. 

Mr. MacLysaght said that he hoped that 
the report would not be pigeon-holed by the 
Government. 

Dr, Sigerson suggested the production of 
something of wider and more general interest 
by the publication of manuscripts which were 
left lying unnoticed, except when some rare 
scholar came over the examine them, per- 
haps from the Continent. 

he report was adopted. 

The fifth stage of the Enforcement of Law

THE NATION’S TREASURER. 


On the motion for the adjournment Mrs. 
Stopford Green called attention to the peril 
of the National Museum from fire. A peti- 
tion, very largely signed, had been sent out 
showing the great anxiety there was through- 
out the country in this matter. | They had 
heard that the Government intended to take 
precautions, which were far from mc-ting the 
desire of those who signed the petition. 

The Chairman said that the Joint. Com- 
mittee which was dealing with the housing of 
the Oireachtas had been informed by the 
Board of Works officials that they would 
take every possible precaution against any 
outbreak of fire on the premises belonging to 
the Museum, and thet they did not anticipate 
any danger. 

Dr. W. B. Yeats said that if the Govern- 
ment decided to stay there for the next three 
months they should know whether those 
buildings were properly protected against fire. 
If the national treasures were d ed b 
fire it would be the final tarnish on the ill- 
If they were going 
to remain there, surely they could get some 
other place in which to house the gold orna- 
ments and the national collection. 

Mrs, Stopford Green suggested that there 
should be no smoking in the building. 

The Chairman said there was already an 
exoress order to that effect. 


The Senate then adjourned.

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PRESBYTERIANS AS 
MAGISTRATES. 


COMPLAINT AT GENERAL 
ASSEMBLY. 


TEMPERANCE IN THE 
25 0. NORTH: 


The Rev. J. B. Armour, speaking at the 
General Assembly of the Presbyterian Church 
in Belfast last night, said that at the present 
time the Government of Northern Ireland, 
through some of its servants, hardly allowed 
a Presbyterian magistrate to be made, and 
it was for that Assembly not to allow their 
church and themselves to be trampled upon. 
(Hear, hear). There were men in their church 
who deserved the honour of Deputy Lieutenant 
far better than some of the Deputy Lieu- 
tenants who had been made. He would like 
t> leave with them this idea, so that they 
might rouse themselves, and announce that 
they would not be trampled upon by any 
church or party in the State, and do their 
best to have their people represented almost 
everywhere. 

DUBLIN AS A MEETING PLACE. 

At the morning sitting the suggestion was 
made that the Assembly should meet next 
year in Dublin. It was stated that. Dublin 
had not been the mecting place for twenty 
years. 

Although it was decided to meet next year 
in Belfast on June 3, the Moderator expressed 
the view that the claims of Dublin should 
be kept in mind. 

Mr. R. Baillie, in moving the adoption of 
the Arrangements Committee, said that the 
committee were to take into consideration the 
possibility of throwing open the meetings of 
the Assembly free of charge. - The present 
arrangements, however, were thought best. 
If they did not make these charges a source of 
income would be gone, and they would have 
t3 take a collection. 

The Rev. G. T. C. Clements said that they 
should not be afraid of a collection. He was 
opposed to any further burden being placed 
on the Incidental Fund. Were they to have 
no charge people might come in who would 
not be wanted. : 

The report was adopted. 

Mr. ©. W. Black drew attention to the gift 
of £1,000 by Mrs. Glenn, Dublin, towards 
the fund to provide for the expenses of the 
Moderator during his year of office. The late 
Mr. Glenn had requested that to be done, 
and Mrs. Glenn had carried out his desire, 

The Clerk (Rev. Dr. Lowe) said that Mrs. 
Glenn had also forwarded gifts of £1,000 to 
the Sustentatien Fund, £1,000 to the Aged 
and Infirm Ministers’ Fund—that made 
£3,000 in all. , 

The Rev. A. F. Moody, M.A., said that he 
ought to mention that Mrs. Glenn had con- 
tributed £300 towards the War Memorial 
Hostel. 

The Rev. G. T. C. Clements said that Mrs. 
Glenn had also given £500 for the provision 
of bursaries and £500 for the endowment of 
Bray Congregation. 

The House thanked Mrs. Glenn for the 
large-hearted generosity that she had ex- 
hibited, 

SUSTENTATION FUND, 

At the evening sitting the report of the 
Sustentation Fund Committee was presented. 
The report stated that the congregational 
subscriptions amounted to £27,471, arrears 
£486, private subscriptions and donations 
£44, bequests £774, income from investments 
£2,041, income from trust funds £1,309, bank 
interest £167, balance of commutation revenue 
£19,808. These figures represent the income 
of the Sustentation Fund from all sources for 
the nine months beginning Ist April, 1923, 
and ending 3lst December, 1925. e follow- 
ing special qualifications were fixed by the 
Sub-Committee :— Athlone, £10; Ballina, £24 ; 
Corboy and Tully, £15;. Drogheda, £25; 
Tucan; £24: Naas, £18; Kilkenny, £12; 
Limerick, £50: Wicklow, £3. The funds at 
the disposal of the Committee have enabled 
them to pay a supplemental dividend of £38 
ls. 6d., making a total of £90 paid to each 
minister for the nine months. The number of 
commuting ministers is now 15. 

The Rev. W. A. Watson, in submitting the 
report, said that the effort initiated last year 
by Mr. Justice Wilson, who gave £100 for 
a Commutation Memorial Fund, and chal- 
lenged ninety-nine others to do the same, had 
been successful, and the total sum of £10,000 
had been raised. 

- The report was adopted. 

Arising out of an overture as to the eligi- 
bility of women for office in the Church, it 
was asked if women sat on Church com- 
mittees what was to prevent them sitting as 
members of the Assembly? Some of them, it 
was said, would adorn the Eldership of the 
Church. 

The Rev. Dr. Park said that he was in 
sympathy with the overture, as he believed 
that ladies would be very useful in their 
Sessions. When it came to the ordaining of 
women there might be some differences, but 
he did not know about it, as there was a 
growing opinion. 

It was agreed to send the overture down to 
the Presbyteries for consideration. 

TEMPERANCE REPORT.’ 

The report of the Temperance Committee, 
which was moved by the Rev. Robert Hynd- 
man, stated :—' The drink bill for Northern 
Ireland is estimated at present at a sum of 
approximately seven million eight hundred 
thousand pounds. The estimate for the 
County Borough of Belfast is about one-third 
of the total expenditure for the area, and 
amounts to two million six hundred thousand 
pounds. This is equivalent to a sony ex- 
penditure of £50,000 and a daily expenditure 
of over £8,000 at a time of unemployment 
and distress. The revenue derived from the 
tirade in the Northern area is persistently ex- 
aggerated by the liquor advocates, who claim 
it at an amount of £4,000,000. The Imperial 
Chancellor of the Exchequer, in answer to a 

uestion in the House of Commons, stated 
that the estimated attributable revenue was— 
Beer, £609,000; spirits, £1,278,000; wine, 
£35,000. To these sums may be added 
licence duties of 60,000, a total 
of £2,082,000. or little more than half the 
amount claimed by the trade, and less than 
one-third of the total drink bill of the six 
counties. It is clear that the remaining 
£5,700,000 is absorbed by the liquor interests. 
The Northern Ireland Temperance Act has 
not yet been sufficiently long in rg to 
show its full effects, but favourable reports 
as to the results of Sunday closing and the 
abolition of the bona fide traveller are 
already being furnished, especially from dis- 
tricts where these evils were specially ramp- 
ant. It is evident from the imtensive cam- 
paign directed against this Act, and calling 
or its repeal, that it is damaging the trade 
to a very considerable extent, end it is 
urgently necessary that the Temperance party 
should be on the alert to prevent any tamper- 
ing with its provisions. e Rev. W. P. 
Young, Temperance Convener for the Synod 
of Dublin, in his excellent report, states that 
the Synod of Dublin have appointed a large 
deputation of ministers and laymen to urge 
upon the Free State Government the need of 
passing a comprehensive measure of temper- 
ance reform. 

Mr. Archibald Irwin said that in Northern 
Ireland the next fight was going to be on 
temperance, and in every constituency there 
would be a contest upon this subject. He 
hoped that they would return men and women 
who were true to temperance.

MAGISTRATE REFUSES 
INFORMATIONS.

Mr. Cooper, K.C., in the Dublin. Police 
Courts yesterday, refused informations in the 
case of the forty-five men charged with pre- 
venting the lawlul occupation of Liberty Hall 
and with conspiracy. He bound each of the 
accused in a bond of £5 to keep the peace for 
twelve months, 

Several of the defendants said that they 
would. give no bond, and were told. by the 
magistrate that, in that case, they would 
have to go to jail. 

Mr. J. O’Byrne (instructed by the Chief 
State Solicitor) prosecuted; Mr. A. E. Wood, 
K.C, (instructed by Mr. Boyle), appeared for 
the acoused; and Mr. M. Maguire (instructed 
by Messrs. James O'Connor and Co.) watched 
the proceedings on behalf of the Executive 
Committee of the Irish Transport and General 
Workers’ Union. | 

The case for the prosecution closed on Tues- 


day. 

Mr. Wood, for the defence, submitted that 
in reference to the alleged offences there was 
no evidence on which the case could be sent 
before a jury. When these men were arrested 
the State found it impossible to make any 
specific charge. Then they were charged with 
conspiracy, the allegation being that they 
combined. to take and hold possession of 
Liberty Hall. 

The men found on the premises were all 
entitled to be there. The man in charge of 
the place was Peter Ennis, and the real test 
of occupation was that he was in bed and 
did not think there was anything wrong, be- 
cause, if so, he would *have telephoned to 
someone in authority. One member took it 
upon himself to call upon the police, but the 
police took no action. There was no warrant 
and no authority for the military raid on the 
premises at five o'clock in the morning. 

Mr. Cooper reviewed the evidence at con- 
siderable length. He said he was convinced 
that there was not evidence to show that the 
defendants did interfere with the: lawful 
possession of Libeety Hall. The men were 
members of the Union, and, even if they did 
stop in the place after the usual hours, they 
did so & some extent with the acquiescence of 
Peter Sweeny, the caretaker. There wags 
nothing to show that the defendants had been 
guilty of violence, and there was nothing 
that could be held that would sustain a jury 
in coming to a verdict. He would refuse in- 
formations. 

Continuing, Mr. Cooper said that he had to 
consider what was best for the public peace. 
t was, of course, well known that there were 
wo sections in the Transport Union, and 
hat there was danger of a conflict between 
hem.

ABOLITION OF RURAL 
COUNCILS. “ 


THE GOVERNMENT'S 
PROPOSALS. 


ATTITUDE: OF COUNTY 
COUNCILS. 


The Local Government Bill, introduced in 


“the Dail on ‘Tuesday of last week, was the 


subject of criticism at a special meeting of 
the County Councils’ General Council, held 
yesterday, at the offices of the Dublin County 
Council, 11 Rutland square. i 

The resolution c¥ the delegate meeting of 
rural district councils, held recently in 
Dublin, was suluutted, It protested against 
the proposed abolition of rural councils and 
the transference of their functions to the 
county councils, “Such a drastic change, 
declared the resolution, “‘ would involve the 
electing of wealthy men who could give their 
entire time to carry out the required work, 
or, in the alternative, the appointment of paid 
Commissioners, either of which would deprive 
both the large and steall ratepayers of their 
local representative body, and would be in 
opposition to the principle of democratic 
government of the people by the people. 

Including the Chairman, Senato~ P. ; 
Kenny (Waterford), the following delegates 
were present.—Count O’Byrne (N. Tipperary), 
Messrs. J. O'Dwyer (Clare), P. Connolly 
(Dublin), J. Waish (Kilkenny), J. Boggan 
(Meath), B. O'Rourke (Monaghan), J. £1. 
O'Kelly (King’s County), J. J. Colgan (Ros- 
common), D. Hegarty (Westmeath), J. 
O’Byrne (Wexford), and P. O'Flynn (Lime- 
rick Borough). ‘ 

At the outset, the Chairman contradicted 
a statement attributed to President Cosgrave, 
that the question of the superannuation. of 
ordinary workers had been raised at the 
General Council of County Councils 
two or three years ago, and definitely turned 
Gown. According to their records, the Chair- 
man said, it wag decided in February, 1922, 
tu postpone consideration of all such proposals 
until after a general revision of roads scheme’. 
The question was discussed again last year, 
and authority was requested for public bodies 
to inaugurate pensicns for manual workers. 
The President’s statement had, thereiore, 
created misunderstanding. : 

Proceeding to discuss the terms of the bill 
generally, the Chairman expressed the opinion 
that it was nce & very comprehensive measure, 
though it dealt with such important matters 
as public health and roads. The Council, 
he said, had made recommendations through 
its committees to the Local Government 
Department dealing with the whole field of ad- 
ministrative activity exercised at present by 
local councils. | 


RESTRICTION OF LIBERTY. 


Mr, James Walsh (Kilkenny) objected “to | 


what he described as a restriction of public 
liberty. Abolition, he said, was on the lines 
of the American system, which no one could 
recommend. 

The Chairman said that the General Council 
had, by a small majority, recommended that 
rural councils should be abolished. It was ad- 
mitted that it was a sound, democratic prin- 
ciple that the people, in so far as their ability 
and sense of civic responsibility permitted, 
should be closely associated in an electoral 
capacity with local administration, and it was 
recognised that any restriction of the electoral 
rinciple should be seriously considered. The 
Minister of Local Government had stated that 


the abolition of district councils was not a |! 


political matter, but largely an economic one. 


The Council already had passed a resolu- | 


tion protesting against any undue interference 


with the statutory rights and privileges of | 


public bodies. The resolution was not in- 
tended to defend public bodies that absolutely 
refused to carry out the Government's in- 
structions The laws made by the Govern- 
ment could not be defied, but it was allowable 
to protest against them. When the time 
came any tendency in the Government towards 
bureaucracy or autocracy should be resisted by 
public bodies and by the General Council. 

Mr. P. Connolly (Dublin) asked to have the 
resolution recommending the abolition of rural 
councils rescinded, but the Chairman said that 
the Standing Orders prevented this course 
being taken. 

NO MANDATE FOR ABOLITION. 

Mr. Walsh (Kilkenny) submitted that the 
Dail got no mandate to abolish rural councils, 
and said the Government could take away 
their spending powers, and retain them as 
local advisory bodies. 

The Government might muzzle local coun- 
cils, but the time might come when they 
might be glad to have the muzzle off. It 
was plain sailing now, but if wild men got 
into the saddle they might be glad to have 
the views: of the istrict councils. If the 
resent system was not ioterfered with, he 
believed that the next election pendulum 
would swing in a different direction, and they 
would get most careful, sober, conservative 
and prudent men as public representatives. 
He thought that the bill should be amended, 
and that bodies analagous to the district 
councils should be set up. 

Mr. P. O’Flynn (Limerick) opposed the 
abolition proposal. ‘he Government, he 
said, was introducing legislation that the 
country did not want, and it was biting off 
more than it could chew. 

Mr. J. J. Colgan (Roscommon) moved that 
the Government be recommended to drop the 
bill altogether. 

Eventually it was agreed that a further 
special meeting be held in July, the delegates 
meanwhile, after consultation with their re- 
spctive County Councils, to forward amend- 
ments to the bill for consideration by the 
General Council.

'raver Book revision, with many: regrettable 

issions, had been very nearly completed, 
but there was still a little more to be done, 
and. he asked for a more sympathetic attention 
to the question next year from their repre- 
sentation in the General Synod.

The 
effect of meeting conjointly would he to weld 
the three sections of the United Diocese into 
omething more of an organic unity than had 

ecn so far realised. 

THE TEMPERANCE MOVEMENT. 

The Rev. J. R. Goff, in moving the adop- 
tion of the report of the Committee of the 
Diocesan Temperance Ass0ciation, which 
urged the importance of the systemati¢ teach- 
ing of temperance, said that in the Liquor 
Bill, the text of which was published in the 
newspapers that morning, two very important 
things were recommended, which, he was sure, 
they would cordially support. He referred to 
the proposals not to allow the sale of drink 
to young people under eighteen years of age 
and to prohibit the employment of any girl 
under eighteen years of age as a barmaid. 
He thought that they ought to be most thank- 
ful that these suggestions were made, and 
they trusted and prayed that they might pass 
into law and become effective. Most of them 
probably knew of the very great temptation 
there was for young girls who were employed 
as barmaids, and the suggestion proposed in 
the bill was of great importance and would 
further protect their young people from the 
curse and from the evil of intemperance.

The President, in putting the resolution, 
said that the only real, fruitful and final 
method of dealing with the temperance pro- 
blem was through the younger generation, and 
the younger generations he would grow up. 
No matter how they might view prohibition-in 
America, he thought it was true that it was 
the result of propaganda for something like 
thiity years in the schools. Prohibition had 
come about very largely through pro- 
paganda among the young, and if they wanted 
to make a real impression not only on their 
Church, but on their country, it was through 
the young that the question was very largely 
to be settled. ; 

The motion was passed. 

DIOCESAN COUNCILS’ REPORT. 

The report of thé Diocesan Councils stated 
that the annual amount expected from 
parishes unconnected with the financial plan 
was £16, and at the commencement of the 
year a sum of £4 was due on account of the 
contribution for the year 1923. Payments 
since the Ist January had extinguished 
the arrears. 

The parishes of Arklow and Newtown- 
mountkennedy appealed against the schemes 
issued by the Commission for Union of 
Parishes, but their appeals were not allowed 
by the Court of the General Synod. Since 
last report the final schemes for the unions 
of Clane with Donadea and of Kilcóck with 
Mavnooth had taken effect. 

The amount raised during the year 1923 by 
collections, subscriptions, donations, etc., was 
£7,575 8s. Gd. for sustentation ; £4,199 18s. 3d. 
for Church expenses; £1,344 lls. 2d. and 
£159 Is. 5d. for parochial and diocesan educa- 
tion respectively ; £2,054 11s. 10d. for foreign 
missions; for other parochial and extra- 
parochial objects, £2,100 19°. 9d. and £1.128 
10s. Sd. respectively; and for Protestant 
Orphan Society, £238 15s. 1d. The total 
amount of these several contributions—£18,808 
ljs. 9d.—is £2935 15s. 8d. less than the 
amount rarsed during 1922. 

The following resolution was adopted by the 
United Diocesan Councils:—‘‘That the 
Glendalough and Kildare Councils consider 
that of the twelve shares hitherto held by 
Baggotrath Parish two shares be allocated to 
St. Stephen’s Parish and one each to St. 
Bartholomew’s and Christ Church, Leeson 
Park, and that an amendment be moved at 
the Joint Diocesan Synod to that effect.’’ 

The Archdeacon of Glendalough moved, and 
Major Wellesley seconded, a motion that the 
report be received and taken into considera- 
tion, 

Some discussion took place on the resolution 
regarding the allocation of the shares hitherto 
held by Baggotrath Parish, mentioned in the 
ceport. 

The Dean of Kildare said that the resolu- 
tion was nothing more than a pious expres- 
sion of opinion. It was a question of finance 
which should come up at the Joint Synods, 
and he did not think it would be wise on the 
part of Glendalough and Kildare to prejudice 
themselves by approving the resolution before 
the following day. , 

The report was adopted, subject to an 
amendment that the Synod expressed no 
opinion relative to the. resolution referred to. 

DIOCESAN COURT. 

Judge Moore was unanimously elected 
diocesan trustee for the Diocese of Glenda- 
lough, in the room of Lord Frederick Fitz- 
Gerald, deceased; ‘and he and Mr. W. T. 
Kirkpatrick were unanimously elected lay 
members of the Diocesan Court of the Diocese 
of Glendalough, in the room of Mr. E. N. 
Wynne and Lord Frederick FitzGerald, 

UNION OF SYNODS. 

The following resolution, proposed by the 
Archdeacon of Kildare, and seconded by 
Judge Moore, was parsed :—' That in the 
opinion of this Synod it is desirable that the 
Dioceses of Dublin, Glendalough and Kildare 
should unite in Synod, provided always that 
effective provision be made, if desired, for 
separate diocesan voting on separate diocesan 
matters, and that the banas secretaries of 
the Joint Synods be requested to act on this 
resolution.” 

_ The President said that he was very glad. 
indeed, that the resolution had been passed. 
He believed that it would be for the general 
welfare that they should have their meetings 
together.

INDUSTRIAL PARLIAMENTARY 
CONSTITUENCIES, 

At the fortnightly meeting of the Pembroke 
Labour Club, held in the McCracken Club 
Rooms, Mr. M. P. Linehan, lIecturmg on 
‘* Labour's Ultimate Goal,” said that most 
people believed that Labour had no further 
end than the obtaining of higher wages and 
shorter hours of work for the workers, But 
the Labour Party*had a much higher aim. 
Its objects included the recovery for the 
nation of the complete possession of all the 
natural sources of wealth in the country, the 
winning for the workers of the collective 
ealnmebte and control of the whole produce 
of their labour, and the securing of the de- 
mocratic management and control of all in- 
dustries and services by the whole body of 
workers in the interests of the nation. 

The achievement of these objects would 
mean that the country would be governed by 
a Parliament representative of industrial con- 
stituencies, and one of the effects of the set- 
ting up of such a parliament would be that 
the boundary question would be automati- 
cally solved. In the State which Labour 
visualised there would be no unemployment 
problem. i

VISIT OF PROFESSOR RUYSSEN. 


Professor Th. Ruyssen, one of the outstand- 
ing French advocates of the cause of peace 
and international friendship, is to arrive in 
Dublin this morning as guest of the League 
of Nations Society of Ireland. He is to deliver 
a public lecture on the League of Nations at 
the Engineers’ Hall, Dawson street, this even- 
ing at 8 o'clock. Arrangements have also 
been made for him to meet and address mem- 
bers of the Dail and Senate. Professor 
Ruyssen has been for many years associated 
with the great Peace Society of France— 
L’ Association de la Paix par le Droit—and is 
now its President. More recently he was 
appointed Secretary-General to the Inter- 
á COC Federation of League of Nations 
Societies, which has its headquatters in 
Brussels. In this capacity he has been 
brought into close contact with all efforts for 
international peace, not merely in France, but 
throughout Europe. His visit affords an 
opportunity for the people of Dublin to obtain 
authoritative information about the League of 
Nations from one of its best-informed 
advocates.

IRISH TECHNICAL 
CONGRESS. 


FUNCTIONS OF THE. 
COMMITTEES, 


DIFFICULTIES IN RURAL 
AREAS.

The Congress of the Irish Technical In- 
struction Association was resumed in the 
Mansi 4 House, Dublin, yesterday, with the 
Very Rev. 1. A. Finlay, 8.J. (President), in 
the chair. 

In the course of a paper on ‘‘ Technical 
Instruction Committees : Their Functions and 
Needs,”’ Mr. ‘Il’. P. Gill said that in what- 
ever observations might be made bearing 
upon legislation or administration, their aim 
would be to strengthen, and not to weaken, 
the hand of those who bore the heavy load of 
authority and responsibility in these critical 
times, and he hoped that all responsible Irish- 
men would keep to themselves questions on 
the secondary plane of urgency and import- 
ance until they got to another stage—the 


| Stage at which Ireland herself was safe from 


dissolution. Until lawful security for every- 
day business and normal functions of life was 
firmly established, the sane man who would 
take his eye off the vital objective for any 
distraction whatsoever would be making a 
mistake. If the men who are labouring to 
secure that security are foiled in the task, 
nobody was ready to tell what would be the 
next phase or to look that alternative 
squarely in the face. ‘The one need of com- 
mittees which they all keenly felt was that 
of money for the extension of their work. 

Proceeding, Mr. Gill pointed out that in 
Ireland in agriculture and industr~ they had 
as remarkable results as any country in the 
world through the application of scientific 
methods. The average yield of their main 
crops per acre grown was increased by 25 per 
cent. in 17 years, which meant several 
millions of additional money value to the 


country, 
NORTH AND SOUTH. 

A feature, Mr. Gill next said, in connec- 
tion with the Congress was that, like another 
great body, it had brought all parties and 
all parts of the country together in dis- 
cussions of vital importance. (Hear, hear.) 
They were going through a time of anxiety 
for the whole country; it was an inevitable 
time, and he was not alarmed by it. All 
the countries of the world were going 
through an anxious time at present, He 
thought that they were getting through this 
period as well as any of them. There was 
no doubt that they would have had more of 
their Northern members there that day, and 
a brighter feeling on their part, but for cir- 
cumstances. that they were all aware of, but 
he saw no reason why they should not have 
at another meeting of that Congress all the 
representatives in Ireland, as had hitherto 
been the case. He did not see why another 
thing should not happen. They had seen

the Bishop of Ross, died, Mr. Mestauhory, of

COMPULSORY EVENING SCHOOLS. 
Canon Cummins said that in the report of 
the recent Agricultural Commission it was pro- 
posed to establish continuation evening 
schools, with compulsory attendance, to give 
a kind of vocational finish to the work of the 
primary schools. He was very sceptical 
about the wisdom of that proposal. Evening 
schools might be suitable for large populous 
centres, but they were open to very serious 
objections and drawbacks in rural areas, for 
fathers and mothers would hesitate before 
allowing their children out at night at an 
age when moral dangers were most menacing 
and insidious. What he proposed was that 
they should have a two years’ course in day 
schools—one school to every five five or six 
national schools, and that pupils after passing 
the 7th standard in the national school should 
automatically proceed to those schools, if they 
did not go to a secondary school, and take 
the two vears’ course. 
Mr. P. Hughes, T.D., said that the first 
great need of the technical committees was the 
provision of money sufficient to carry on and 
develop their work. In the smaller centres 
enlargement of technical schools and better 
equipment was a crying need. 
The discussion was continued by Canon 
Leslie. Clonmel; Father Breen, Co. Clare; 
Mr. W. Ellis, Cork, and Mr. George Fletcher, 
ADULT EDUCATION. 
Mr. George Fletcher, F.G.S., read a paper 
at the afternoon session dealing with adult 
education in town and country, in which he 
said that they who were more concerned with 
the organisation and development of technical 
education were for that reason concerned with 
the general problem of adult education. — If 
the Government of the people was “‘ by the 
people for the people ' the wise 
education of the people became in- 
creasingly a matter of supreme urgency. 

So far as the cities and the larger pro- 
vincial towns were concerned, it had always 
appeared to him that a scheme analagous to 
the University extension scheme would suc- 
ceed. A few years ago he urged a scheme 
upon the Royal Dublin Society, which allo- 
cated £200 to initiate courses of lectures. The 
work was barely begun when travelling be- 
came almost impossible, and the conduct of 
lectures and classes on a voluntary basis was 
judged impracticable. He hoped that it 
might be possible to resuscitate that scheme. 

The problem presented by rural areas was 
far more difficult and as urgent as in the 
towns. He was glad to see that the Agricul- 
tural Commission had recommended yet rgain 
the provision of village halls, as they would 
also serve as a home for their classes in agri- 
culture and other subjects. 

Dr. F. E. W. Hackett, M.A., Dean of the 
College of Science, approving of Mr. Fletcher's 
ideas, said that he was very glad that he had 
not outlined any definite scheme, but thrown 
out a fertile idea from which such a scheme 
might spring 

PRIMARY AND ADULT EDUCATION. 

Mr. C. J. T. Clampett, Principal of Rath- 
mines Technical Institute, in pointing out the 
difference between primary and adult educa- 
tion, said that when they came to the latter 
thev had mature students who must use their 
reason, and thus an atmosphere of the uni- 
versity was created.

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The Bishop of Durham was the preacher at 
he annual Festival Service of the Armagh

(Ephesians v., 19). When Christianity was 
first preached to the world, said the preacher, 
men were impressed by the essential cheerful- 
ness which marked its professors. Christians 
were exultant in the discovery of a precious 
treasure, a pearl of great price, which en- 
riched their lives, and an influence of which 
they had never before had experience. The 
New Testament was the most cheerful book 
which had come down to us from «1 tiquity.

common now to hear Christianity spoken of 
aa a religion of gloom, and contrasted in that 
respect with the Paganism which it overcame ; 
but such a contrast would not occur to the 
close student of the Christian beginnings. 
Human life became a richer thing when it 
was interpreted by Christ, inspired by Christ, 
governed by Christ, summed up in Christ. 
The preacher quoted from the ancient hymn 
known as ‘‘ St. Patrick's Breastplate,” and 
said that, while it was meaningless to the 
nou-Christian, it spoke the very thought of 
every genuine Christian. 

He went on to trace the expression of 
Christian joyfulness in the forms of worship, 
pointing out that in Pagan worship there was 
nothing truly corresponding to the congre- 
gational worship introduced at a very early 
stage in the life of the Church. That aspect 
of religion receded during the ascetic period 
of the middle ages, and there was a corre- 


sponding modification of worship ; but with 


the Reformation came a change. The rise of 
modern hymnody, it had been said, might be 
regarded as synonymous with the rise of 


| Protestantism. 


MODERN HYMNS, 


In one respect, perhaps, the change ha@ 
not been wholly good. Protestant hymns 
had been unduly subjective, expressing the 
moods of the individual believer rather than 
the common aspirations of the Christian as- 
sembly. “The best collection of modern hymns 
contained much bad poetry, much unsound 
theology, even much dubious morality. That 
was only to say that praise, like prayer and 
preaching, had passed outside the control of 
authority, and expressed the zeal,.and also 
the ignorance, of the general multitude of 
Christians, 

The Reformation,, however. broke away 
from the ascetic tradition of the middle ages, 
and restored to Christianity the old joyous- 
ness of the first age. At first the fact ex- 
pressed itself in the production and popular 
use of metrical versions of the Psalms 
Wherever Calvin’s influence extended there 
was great reluctance to go outside the Scrip- 
tures for the words of Christian worship, and 
the Calvinistic Churches had contributed little 
to the Church’s hymn books. Lutherans and 
Methodists had been the most prolific writers 
of hymns. The preacher went on to speak of 
the sources from which the services of the 
Anglican Prayer Book were drawn, and said 
that the Anglican Churchman im every part 
of the Anglican communion was privileged to 
be more completely released from merely local 
and denominational aspects of Christianity 
when he participated in the worship of his 
Church than the member of any other church 
in Christendom. 

The preacher, in conclusion, addressed him- 
self specially "to choir members. Singing such 
as St. Paul described in the words of the text 
might be a powerful instrument for winning 
men to God. Hymns could carry a message 
of salvation where sermons could find no 
entrance. Their work in the choir linked them 
on to the eternal activities of the spiritual 
world.
